INTRODUCTION

To  the  Chairinan  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committees 
of  the  Urban  Districts  of  Shipley,  Bingley,  Baildon 

and  Denliolme . 


Ladies  and  Uentlemen, 

The  3''ear  passed  v;ithout  major  threat  to  health  either  nationally 
or  locally  although  outbreaks  of  poliomyelitis  and  paratyphoid  in 
Lancashire  gave  concern  and  produced  the  usual  nev/spaper  headlines. 

Statistics 

There  was  little  change  in  the  number  of  births  compared  with 
the  previous  year  and  the  population  of  the  Division  showed  a  gradual 
increase  of  about  5OO0  The  infantile  mortality  rate  v/as  appreciably 
higher  than  for  some  years  due  to  deaths  from  congenital  malformation 
soon  after  delivery  and,  to  a  lesser  extent,  respiratory  infection  in 
children  under  one  year. 


Co-operation  with  Ueneral  Practitioners 


D'e  proceeded  to  identify  the  Health  Visitor  v/ith  particular 
medical  practices.  This  involved  not  only  considerable  adjustment  of 
records  but  a  reorientation  of  method  and,  indeed,  attitude  to  the 
subject.  ’iThere,  however.  Doctors  have  only  a  fev/  patients  living 
within  the  Division,  Health  Visitors  accept  responsibility  on  an  area 
basis  for  such  persons. 

Clean  Air 

Steady  progress  v/as  registered  and  in  a  few  years  Shipley,  Bingley 
and  Baildon  should  be  comparatively  free  of  the  detrimental  effects  of 
smoke,  soot  and  grit. 

Housing 

Continued  progress  wa,s  effected  in  the  eradication  of  unfit 
houses  predoi.iinantly  back  to  back.  This  type  of  house  represents 
the  principal  obstacle  to  a  healthy  v/ay  of  family  life  appropriate 
to  a  modern  society,  for  only  reactionary  modes  of  thought  or 
interest  perpetuate  these  obsolete  dwellings.  It  is  gratifying  to 
record  that  Shipley  and  Bingley,  iii  their  future  development  plans, 
v;ill  eliminate  these  relics. 
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Clinics 


Consideration  was  given  and  the  Coimty  Health  Committee  accepted 
proposals  for  renev»-ing  many  clinics  within  the  Division,  Plens  v/ere 
prepared  v.iierehy  Somerset  House,  Shiii:ley,  will  he  replaced,  as  mil 
the  clinics  at  'jrose  and  I'/Q/rtle  Pc.rk,  Bingley,  Baildon  already 
possesses  a  modern  clinic  and  the  ne^/;  nimi-clinic  at  Cottingley  serves 
an  expanding  population  in  the  ncr.v  housing  estates  near  the  old  village. 

Social  case  work  has  extended  in  mental  health,  geriatrics,  care 
and  after-care  follov;ing  discharge  from  hospital,  and  in  health 
education,  without  ho^Tever  any  diminution  of  duties  in  environmental 
health  and  sanitation,  infectious  disease,  imiaunisation  and 
vaccination,  or  the  other  subjects  detailed  in  the  Report, 

My  thanks  are  due  to  members  of  the  staff,  doctors,  nmeses, 
inspectors,  and  clerks  who  have  served  the  community  actively 
throughout  the  year,  I  am  furthermore  obliged  to  those  who  ho.ve 
helped  in  preparing  the  Report  and  to  colleagues  in  other  Departments 
and  members  of  the  Council  Committees  for  their  continued  interest 
and  help  throughout  the  year, 

Ue  suffered  a  severe  loss  in  the  sudden  death  of  IVIr,  'i^ilfred  Pamdale 
the  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector,  who  died  suddenly  during  a 
meeting  of  the  Health  Committee,  He  was  a  most  capable  and  loyal 
officer,  a  charming  colleague  and  has  been  greatly  missed  after  his 
many  years  of  service  to  the  people  of  Shipley  and  its  Council,

A  gradual  increase  in  the  population  continues  with  an  appreciable 
re-distribution  betv/een  the  constituent  authorities,  mainly  related 
to  housing  policy.  There  therefore  has  been  a  small  recession  in 
Shipley  but  the  increase  in  Bingley  and  Baildon  has  been  a  natura.1  one 
due  to  a  high  birth  rate  and  influx  of  nev/  people.  Denholme^s 
population  has  rcmainod  stable  for  15  yeca’s. 

High  frequency  of  mai’riage,  early  age  of  mau’riage  among  the 
young,  the  rearing  of  2,  3  or  4  children  in  a  family  in  the  early  years 
of  married  life,  combined  with  the  effects  of  low  infantile  mortality 
and  stillbirth  rates,  account  for  the  stead  rise  of  population.  There 
is  also  a  small  increasing  percentage  of  elderly  and  retired  men  and 
v/oraen  in  the  area. 

Births 


There  was  a,  total  of  1,24-8  live  and  stillbirths,  1,230  being  live. 
The  a.djusted  rate  of  Bingley  was  high,  21  .2,  and  xvell  above  Divisional 
and  County  avera,ge.  There  was  a  rise  in  the  number  of  illegitimate 
births,  totalling  89  ^vith  a  percentage  rate  of  7«2.  Nevertheless 
returns  suggest  tha,t  these  children  have  as  efficient  care  as  the 
legitimate  child. 

Deaths 

Examination  of  these  records  cannot  fail  to  highlight  the  grim 
price  exacted  by  cigarette  smoking  as  a  direct  cause  in  the  increasing 
number  of  dearths  from  cancer  of  the  lungo  There  were  4  ia  Denholme, 

7  in  Baildon,  11  in  Bingley  and  24  in  Shipley:  only  4  being  v;omen, 
wlien  the  disease  is  recognised  -  usually  by  X-Ray  -  for  a  vast 
majority  the  bell  has  tolled.  Nor  is  there  a  likeliliood  of  a 
recession,  since  a  few  years  will  bring  into  the  susceptible  groups 
cigarette  smokers  among  v;omen  and  upward  trend  in  mortality  rales 
from  lung  cancer  seems  inevitable.  There  is  clean  and  urgent  need  for 
public  recognition  of  the  personal  nalure  of  the  cause  of  this  disease. 


Infantile  Mortality 

For  this  Division  19^5  was  a  disa.ppointing  year.  Some  information 
will  be  given  later  in  the  Report  on  an  analysis  of  causes  of  death  under 
1  yean,  one  month,  one  week  and  of  stillbirths.  There  were  hov;ever  37 
deaths  under  one  and  18  stillbirths,  the  former  well  above  nalional  and 
County  a^verage,  ilthough  the  numbers  ane  not  large  and  statistical 
variation  in  any  one  yean  is  important  in  a  companatively  small  community, 
nevertheless  alter  many  years  of  returns  v/ell  below  na.tional  and 
County  a.verage,  this  devialion  requires  investigation.  No  maternal 
deaths  v/ere  recorded  during  the  year. 
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SOCIAL  COTIDITIOKS 


The  Division  conprises  four  Urban  Districts  -  Shipley,  Bingley, 
Baildon  and  Deniiolr.ie.  The  prinary  industry  is  wool  manufacture,  but 
there  is  considerable  population  engaged  in  other  heavy  industry. 

is  an  industrial  centre  engaged  in  textiles,  engineering 
and  distributive  trades.  Extensive  Council  housing  estates  at  Urose, 
the  Crag,  b'indhill,  the  Central  area,  and  Coach  Road,  B.aildon,  plus 
widespread  priva.te  development  and  the  erection  of  a  new  Centre  and  a 
new  industri-al  esta,te  at  Dockfield,  have  transformed  the  a/p-pearerce' 
of  the  tovm.  Conducive  to  progress  in  health  have  been  higher  living 
standards  due  to  full  employment,  improved  conditions  of  v7ork  and  the 
gradual  elimination  of  smoke  and  grit, 

Bingley  ha.s  a  busy  industrial  centre  vd-th  wool  as  the  sta.ple 
industry;  joinery,  tanning,  engineering  and  other  manufa,ctures 
providing  employment.  The  periphery  ha,s  numerous  farms,  many  in  the 
green  belt.  New  housing  development  proceeds  in  the  centre  of  the 
toxTO  and  at  Cullingworth,  Harden,  L'ilsden,  Eldv/ick,  Crossfla.tts  and 
Cil stead. 

Considerable  progress  has  been  effected  in  developing  Cottingley, 
in  the  provision  of  Council  and  private  houses  plus  shops  and  other  public 
buildings.  A  nev;  Clinic  has  been  added  and  a  County  hone  for  35 
elderly  persons.  It  is  hoped  ultimately  to  clear  a  number  of  unfit 
houses  in  the  centre  of  Bingley  and  the  prospect  of  c?,  new  centre 
should  promote  the  welfare  of  this  busy  town.  R^.pid  progress  has  been 
effected  in  the  elimination  of  soot,  smoke  and  grit, 

Baildon,  although  an  ancient  village,  has  developed  rapidly  in 
the  past  forty  years  and  much  extensive  development  has  taJcen  pla.ce 
adjoining  the  moors.  New  schools  greatly  add  to  the  amenities  for  the 
younger  generation  and  further  provisions  for  aged  persons  by  specia,! 
housing  provisions  are  proceeding.  The  residue  of  unfit  property  in 
rela.tion  to  the  size  of  the  town  is  comparo-tively  small,  loca-lized, 
and  should  offer  no  considora-ble  problem  to  eliminate.  Comprehensive 
smoke  control  scheme  is  making  steady  progress. 

Denholme  environs  are  rurad  but  the  centre  of  the  tov/n  is 
predominantly  of  nineteenth  century  type  with  a,  large  percentage  of 
bank  to  bank  houses.  The  toxvn  is  industrial  in  charcactcr  and  the 
periphery  scattered  hamlets  and  farms.  Basic  industries  are 
associaked  with  wool,  although  silkv;oar,  joinery,  stone  quarrying 
and  sanmills  provide  occupation. 
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EKPLOYI.ISNT 


xJ.though  there  is  an  influx  of  foreign  labour,  a  factor  caused 
by  a  high  demand  locally  for  artisans  and  se::ii- skilled  and  unskilled 
labour  in  textiles,  these  workers  tend  to  livo  outside  the  urban 
district.  The  Manager  of  the  Ministry  of  Labour  Employment  Exchange, 
Rhodes  Place,  Shipley,  has  submitted  the  following  report 

"The  demand  for  labour  continued  at  a  high  level  throughout  the 
whole  of  1965,  and  the  picture  was  one  of  full  employment.  In 
Januany  there  were  20ii-  persons  unemployed  and  in  December  there  v:ere 
1765  there  v;as  virtucally  no  short  time  working,  Vanancies  unfilled 
were  higher  than  a.t  a.ny  time  since  I961. 

In  all  industries  employers  are  experiencing  difficulties  in 
meeting  orders  because  of  the  labour  shortage  and  have  been  trying 
all  the  usual  means  of  recruitment  in  other  parts  of  the  country  and 
overseas,  without  much  success," 


GEI'ER/iL  PROVISIONS  OF  HE/ILTK  SERVICES  FOR  THE  ilREil 


The  general  practitioner  service  is  provided  through  the 
Executive  Council  under  the  Nrational  HeaRth  Service  Act,  For  a  long 
time  I  ha.ve  stressed  in  the  Reports  the  helpful  co-ordincation  between 
members  and  the  officers  and  services  of  this  department.  Hitherto 
no  set  pattern  or  pnr;ingenents  for  liaRson  ha,d  been  la,id  dov;n  but 
custom  had  brought  them  into  close  contact  in  a  number  of  aspects 
of  family  life.  This  applied  not  only  to  the  District  Nurse  and 
Midwife  but  the  Health  Visitor  in  relation  to  the  family  doctor. 

\7hile  I  have  previously  expressed  the  view  that  nomina.1 
a-ssignment  of  the  Health  Visitor  alone  would  bo  only  a.  first  step  in 
aligning  more  closely  the  tv;o  domiciliary  sectors  of  the  National 
Health  Service  Act,  this  yean,  however,  arrangements  were  completed 
and  as  a  first  stop  the  Health  Visitors  were  associated  v/ith 
particular  practices#  This  course  involved  readjustment  of  work, 
methods  of  record  keeping  and  reference  for  the  actual  arrangements 
completed  is  made  in  the  latter  part  of  this  Report, 


HOSPITIl  SERVICES  /.ND  LI/ISON 


A  comprehensive  range  of  hospital  services  is  availallo  for  the 
sick  at  convenient  distances  from  centres  of  population.  Large  cities 
locally  altrant  medical  and  surgical  specialties:  nevertheless,  a 
wide  range  of  care  ha.s  been  offered  by  the  cotta.ge  hospitals  in 
Shipley  and  Bingley  manned  by  loc.al  medical  pr.actitioncrs  whose 
patients  have  readily  available  the  advice  of  visiting  consultants. 
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Shipley  Maternity  Hone  has  for  a  generation  provided  the  neighbourhood 
with  a  convenient  service,  enabling  local  doctors  to  attend  their  ovm 
patients.  Again,  the  services  of  consultant  obstetricians  rnd 
gynaecologists  rre  provided.  In  addition  to  skill,  knowledge  and 
experience,  these  snail  hospitals  offer  a  friendly  a.tnosphere  important 
in  the  recovery  of  the  patient  and  often  less  frequently  provided  in 
large  institutions,  furthermore,  they  present  a  sphere  of  usefulness 
for  certain  range  of  surgical  pnd  medical  cases,  G-oneral  and  local 
hospitals  are  in  doi-ly  contact  by  letter  and  telephone  wm.th  the 
Health  Dep-artnent,  end  personal  cont?nt  he.s  been  established  betv/een  the 
almoner  in  hospital  end  health  visitor  at  the  Town  Hall, 

(a)  DIABHTIC  fOLLOV;-U? 

In  June  1^62  Dr,  L.\T,  Smith,  Consult. mt  Physicican  in  charge  of  the 
Diabetic  Clinic  at  Bradford  Royal  Infirm^iy,  requested  the  assistance 
of  a  Health  Visitor  in  the  Division  to  give  follov;  up  advice  to 
diabetic  patients  in  their  homes.  It  v/as  arranged  that  the  appointed 
Hea.lth  Visitor  would  attend  the  Clinic  at  tlii'ee  weekly  intervals.

Throughout  the  year  under  review  all  the  normal  activities  of  the 
*i.ssoci  •'tion  have  been  carried  on  with  sustained  vigour. 


The  Meals  on  Llieels  Service  organised  by  Mrs.  Cooper  has  continued 
to  v/ork  very  smoothly  and  efficiently.  In  spite  of  all  the  hazards  of 
v/eather  and  other  difficulties  inseparable  from  a  service  of  this 
description  84  meals  ha.ve  regularly  been  taken  out  ea,ch  week  to  elderly 
peo^Dle,  including  a  special  Christmas  dinner.  The  fact  thef  up  to 
January  1st,  this  yea,r  14,350  meals  have  been  delivered  since  the 
inception  of  the  scheme  in  April  196I  not  only  indicates  the  continued 
success  of  the  service  but  also  illustrates  the  unbounded  enthusiasm 
of  the  helpers  connected  with  it.  These  results  could  not  have  been

achieved  without  the  co-operation  of  the  organisations  wnw  ij.ci.vo  ooon 
good  enough  to  supply  the  meals  for  the  service  and  we  would  record 
our  tnanlcs  to  Messrs.  Peter  Hei’chant  Ltd.,  Messrs,  C.F,  Taylor  Ltd,, 
Messrs,  V.x^,  Butterfield  Ltd.,  and  the  Supervisors  a.nd  Staffs  of 
the  Canteens  involved. 
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The  Social  Comittee  who  have  been  responsible  for  the  running  of 
the  Havens  a.t  Towngate  and  Ch^''rlestov7n  have  this  year  seen  the  o^:-ening 
of  an  additionaJ.  Haven  to  serve  the  Cocach  Hoad  area.  Consideration  had 
been  given  to  this  project  for  some  considerable  time  and  our  thaiiks 
are  due  to  the  Vicar  and  Curate  in  Change  who,  when  approached,  readily 
granted  the  necessary  facilities  for  holding  the  Ha,ven  in  St,  Hugh’ s 
Mission  Church.  Being  fortunate  in  recruiting  a  small  band  of  helpers 
the  Haven  was  officially  opened  by  Mrs,  P.J,  Heddiough  on  March 
At  the  tliree  Havens  approximately  75  elderly  people  have  joined  in  the 
activities  provided  each  week  throughout  the  year.  The  Committee 
have  organised  coach  trips  auid  visits  to  the  Pantomime  end  other  Shows 
end  the  8  day  holiday  tour  which  this  year  was  based  on  Brighton,  The 
informal  Service  conducted  regularly  in  each  Ha,ven  by  the  Ba,ildon 
Ministers  and  the  ijanual  Carol  Services  held  in  December  have  again 
been  enjoyed  and  apprecia.ted.  The  Annual  Party  was  held  on  December 
11th,  when  approxima,tely  120  people  were  entertained  to  tea  and  a 
splendid  entertainment,  in  addition  to  which  over  70  teas  were  tsQcen 
out  to  persons  who  through  illness  or  infirmity  were  unable  to  be 
present.  The  Comroittee  are  very  appreciative  of  the  kindness  of  the 
Teachers  and  Scholars  of  Sandals,  droencliffe  and  Tong  Park  Schools 
for  Harvest  gifts  and  also  to  all  other  organisations  who  have 
provided  entertainment  to  the  members*  The  members  of  a.11  three  Havens 
have,  of  their  ovm  desire,  again  shov/n  in  a  practical  manner  their 
appreciation  of  the  facilities  afforded  them  by  raising  various  suns 
of  money  for  the  Association’s  funds. 


The  members  of  the  Visitation  Coranittee  have  throughout  the  year 
continued  the  regular  visiting  of  the  sick,  infirm  and  lonely  aged 
people  in  their  ovm  homes,  thus  maintaining  this  most  fundamental  and 
vital  part  of  the  i^ssoci-'tion’ s  activities.  At  tiie  present  time  some 
51  persons  are  being  regularly  visited  in  addition  to  which  conta,ct 
is  ma,intained  with  a  number  of  people  ;dio  are  now  permanent  resiaents 
in  homes  or  hospitals,  \'Ie  can  once  more  repeat  that  we  believe  tiiis 
service  to  be  of  untold  value  in  alleviating  loneliness  and  helping 
v/ith  the  many  problems  vdiich  beset  the  aged  and  infirm  people  many 
of  whom  ere  confined  to  the  home.  The  iinnua,!  Outing  for  tne  sick  and 
infirm  people  organised  by  the  Committee  took  place  on  June  30th 
when  a,  good  number  of  people  were  taken  in  private  cers  for  a,  run  in 
the  country  end  entertained  to  tea  in  Harrogate,  The  pleasure  given 
by  this  outing  to  the  people  who  are  normally  housebound  can  well  be 
imagined  and  our  thanlcs  are  due  to  the  ovmers  of  the  cars,  the 
drivers  and  all  who  helped  to  make  the  outing  possible.  The 
Visitation  Committee  again  arranged  a  very  successful  Bring  and  Buy

CHIROPODY  SLif/IGE 

The  County  Council*  s  schene  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Health 
under  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  provides  free  chiropody 
for  elderly  persons,  expectant  nothers  and  the  physically  handicapped. 


The  services  are  adninistered  directly  from  the  office  of  the 
Divisional  Medical  Officer  on  behalf  of  the  County  Council,  In 
Shipley,  Baildon,  Denholne  and  Vilsden,  clinic  prenises  are  used 
being  either  owned  or  leased  by  the  local  health  authority.  In 
Bingley  and  Cullingworth  previous  arrangenents  held  whereby  patients 
who  attended  the  surgeries  of  approved  Chiropodists  continued  eo  to  do. 


All  the  Chiropodists  who  serve  the  County  in  this  Division  viere 
on  an  approved  list  accepted  by  the  Medical  Officer  on  behalf  of  the 
County  Council  and  the  voluntary  org.anis actions  who  originally  helped 
administer  the  service.  No  full-time  Chiropodists  ha^ve  been  or  are 
employed  and  the  officers  used  undert^'Ice  v/ork  on  a  sessional  ba,sis, 

A  reference  to  tables  a,ppended  belov/  gives  some  indication  of  the 
scope  of  the  Service,  Evaluation  of  the  relief  afforded  elderly 
people  and  the  help  given  them  in  pursuing  every  day  activities  is 
difficult  to  over-estimate,  for  disabilities  of  the  foot  ane  very 
frequently  the  culmination  of  neglect  eanlier  in  life  and  failure  on 
the  part  of  the  community  to  provide  and  practise  preventive  chiropody 
in  youth.  Rapid  development  of  the  Chiropody  Service  as  pant  of  the 
national  health  ha.s  been  a,s  in  the  case  of  the  Home  Help  Service,  an 
invaluable  contribution  to  domiciliary  care  and  general  well  being.

From  the  statistics  shovm  on  the  appended  Returns  it  will  be 
observed  that  a,lthough  the  individun.1  nui-iber  of  patients  who  attended 
the  Clinic  during  the  yean  is  less  than  those  of  1964  the  numbers 
of  both  new  patients  and  patients  attending  for  check-up  visits  h.as 
increased;  a  very  busy  and  satisfantory  year's  work  has  been 
achieved  by  both  Medica.1  and  Clerical  Staff. 

The  PilL  is  proving  more  nd  more  poi^ular,  and  severe,! 
locad.  Doctors  in  the  district  ane  referring  patients  espocia.lly  for 
this  form  of  contraception. 

A  nev;  development  in  the  Fanily  Planning  Associa/tion  is  the 
setting  up  of  special  clinic  sessions  for  the  fitting  of  the 
Intra,-Uterine  Contraneptivo  Device  by  our  Doctors  who  have  received 
special  tre.ining  in  this  field.  At  present  v;e  a,re  unable  to  offer 
this  service  in  Shipley  due  to  lack  of  Clinic  facilities,  so  we 
are  referring  our  patients  to  the  Bradford  I.U.D.  Clinic  and  the 
demand  is  increasing  steadily.  May  v;e  hope  that  in  the  not  too 
distant  future  we  shall  bo  able  to  have  our  own  sessions  in  Shipley, 

There  have  been  few  sta,ff  changes  during  the  ye;ar;  Dr,  Sliimmin 
transferred  to  Leeds  Clinic  on  her  removaA  to  that  district  and 
in  her  place  v/e  have  apiDointed  Dr,  Joan  Kirkland  of  Otley,  Two 
new  nurses  have  been  trained  and  a,ppointod,  and  we  welcome  two 
more  heli^ers  on  the  clerical  side.

H0I:IE  Si'l^LTY 

For  several  years  tliree  Home  Safety  Committees  composed  of 
voluntary  persons  representing  Bingloy  and  Denholme,  Baildon,  and 
Shipley  respectively  have  functioned  in  this  area.  Meetings  are  well 
attended  and  keen  and  interesting  discussions  arise,  while  the  local 
m.embers  have  been  most  helpful  in  promoting  interest  in  the  subject. 
Ileetings  ane  held  al  two-monthly  intervals,  the  Shipley  Committee  in 
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the  Tovm  Hall,  the  Baildon  Connittee  in  the  Council  Chamber,  and  the 
Bingley  Committee  at  I.Iyrtle  Pa.rk  Clinic.  Each  Comnittoo  is  linked  v;ith 
Ro.S.P.A.  and  is  represented  at  the  Jmnual  Conference  and  the  Northern 
Region  Conferences, 

It  is  regrettable  how  una,ffected  and  even  unav/are  many  people  arc 
of  the  great  toll  of  dea,th,  suffering  and  disability  inflicted  by 
wholly  preventa.ble  home  accidents.  Ro>S,?.Ao  for  many  years  now  have 
cam.padgned  both  nationally  and  locally  di’awing  a.ttention  to  the  facts 
without  ho\7ever  any  apparent  diminution  in  the  figures.  This  does 
not  mean  that  good  has  not  emerged:  it  may  simply  be  that  a  rising- 
trend  has  bucn  reduced.  Experts  in  each  field  of  the  subject,  for 
excample  electricity,  gas  and  fire  services,  have  given  of  their 
c?.dvico  and  service;  nmnufacturers  and  business  firms  sacrificed  time 
and  money  co-operating.  Each  aspect  of  the  subject  has  been  studied, 
for  example  age  groups  that  are  lorone,  the  various  types  of  housing- 
difficulties  contributing  to  accidents,  the  da.ngers  of  falls,  burns 
a.nd  fires.  There  remains  wide  public  indifference  until  the 
individual  is  immediately  affected  in  his  or  her  ov/n  home. 

In  this  airea,  the  locoJ.  Home  Safety  Committee  have  striven  to 
redress  this  indifference  e,nd  have  emphasised  the  importance  of 
educating  youth  in  the  common  damgers  arising  in  the  average  home.

Mrs,  Brayshaw  was  Secretcary  of  the  Association  until  September 
when  Mrs.  Chappell  succeeded,  mnong  activities  undertoJeen  during 
the  year  (apart  from  the  two-monthly  meetings)  were  a  course  of  first 
aid  classes  to  an  invited  emdicnce.  Included  in  this  Course  xias  a, 
demonstration  of  mouth  to  mmuth  resuscitation  by  an  Officer  of  the 
County  mfoulance  Ser-'ice.  ijri  illustrative  film  v/as  .also  exhibited, 
the  Demionstrc.tion  being  under  the  a,uspices  of  the  B.R.C.S. 

During  the  month  of  September,  in  connection  with  National  Eire 
Prevention  ‘week,  Shipley  and  Baildon  Home  Safety  Committees  jointly 
held  a  Eire  Prevention  Exliibition,  It  was  staged  at  the  Shipley 
Institute  of  further  Education,  Exliibition  Road,  Saltairc,  and  wa.s 
open  in  the  mornings,  afternoons  .and  evenings  of  the  18th  and 
19th  September, 

A  skilfully  devised  series  of  exhibitions  designed  by  the 
’.vest  Riding  County  Eire  Service  afmed  cat  bringing  home  to  the  public 
the  importance  of  fire  prevention  both  in  the  home  and  in  industry. 


Head  Tea.chers  in  Shipley  ind  Baildon  schools  v;ere  circularized 
v;ith  details  of  the  exhibition  and  invited  to  bring  loarties  of 
children  with  the  assuro.nce  that  the  exhibition  v;as  as  suitable  for 
children  as  for  adults.

During:  the  ye?jr  the  usucil  6  bi-nonthly  meetings  v/ere  held,  on  the 
whole  well  attended. 

A  film  show  'put  on'  by  the  Fire  Service  at  Tov/ngate  Aeons  in 
February  was  very  well  attended,  np.inly  by  Scouts  <?Jid  Guides.  A 
spcpJcer  addressed  an  audience  of  Townsv/omen' s  Guild  on  the  general, 
topic  of  Hone  Safety,  the  same  nenih. 

In  spite  of  quite  an  amount  of  prelininany  effort  it  was  found 
impossible  to  hold  an  oidiibition  proposed  to  tpJee  place  in  the  Spring- 
owing  to  la,ck  of  accoLunodation,  Evontup.lly  it  v;?,s  possible  to 
collabor'‘te  with  Shipley  H.S.  Comioittee  and  a.n  exiiibition  was  held  at 
Saltaire  Institute  of  Further  Education  in  October,  the  theme  being 
'Keep  Fire  Safely  in  its  Place'.  The  main  attraction  was  a  large 
exhibit  loa.ncd  by  the  County  Fire  Service.  Publicity  was  given  through 
the  ibress,  both  bj'-  advertisement  pjid  hvrite  up'  in  the  editorial  section. 
Posters  were  displayed,  pjid  many  orgp.nisa.tions  p.nd  schools  circularised 
but  p.ttendance  v;as  disapiDointingly  small. 

At  obout  the  saroe  period  a  poster  competition  on  the  seme  theme. 

Fire  Prevention,  was  organised  in  schools.  This  was  very  successful, 
and  attracted  201  entries,  b'e  awpmded  prizes  to  the  value  of

A  delegate  attended  the  Na.tionp.1  Congress,  cond  a  reijresenta.tive 
v;as  at  3  out  of  A  Yorkshire  Federa.tion  meetings.  Support  was  given  to 
the  various  Ao.S.P.^..  campaigns  held  during  the  year,  posters  being 
displayed  and  leaflets  distributed  via  libraries,  women's  organis-'tions, 
doctors'  wp.iting  rooms  and  post  offices.

This  is  designed  to  help  persons  who,  suffering  from  grave 
chronic  disease,  or,  being  aged  or  physically  handicapped  living  in 
insanitary  conditions,  are  unable  to  devote  to  themselves  and  are  not 
receiving  from  others  proper  care  and  attention. 


Under  the  original  Act,  application  was  submitted  to  a 
Magistrate’s  Court  for  removal  of  such  persons,  but  later  an 
accelerated  procedure  was  introduced  whereby  application  can  be  made 
to  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  in  an  emergency.  It  was  not  necessary  to 
utilize  this  Section  during  the  year,  cvlternative  provisions  being 
secured  for  the  fev;  oases  that  came  under  consideration. 


V/HLFARE  OF  Hil^DICAPPED  PERSONS 

This  is  administered  by  the  Divisional  Welfare  Officer  and  his 
staff  Y/hose  efface  is  opposite  the  Tov/n  Hall  in  Kirkgate,  Shipley. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is,  however,  notified  on  Form  B.D.8 
of  certain  blind  persons,  and  the  Health  Visitors  enabled  to  contact 
cases  where  advice  (for  example,  on  cataract)  is  appropriate.  The 
Department  also  arranged  transport  and  assistance  for  blind  persons  to 
visit  the  Consultant  OphthoAmologist , 

A  number  of  physically  handicapped  persons  are  included  in  the 
provision  of  chiropody  and  others  associated  v/ith  voluntary  services 
such  as  Meals  on  7/heels,  The  Welfare  Officer  notifies  the  Divisional 
Medical  Officer  as  new  cases  are  added  to  the  list  of  handicapped 
persons.  Visits  are  mutually  arranged  by  the  Divisional  V/elfare 
Officer  and  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer  to  welfare  homes  within 
the  Division, 


LABORATORY  SERVICE 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  is  a  free  service  within 
the  National  Health  Service  designed  to  assist  in  the  diagnosis, 
prevention  and  conti-ol  of  infection.  The  work  is  essentially 
micro-biological  and  the  only  othei-  pathological  investigations 
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undertaken  are  those  associated  with  bacteriological  and  biological 
problems*  Specimens  may  be  submitted  by  Doctors,  Voteranary  Surgeons, 
Dentists,  persons  acting  on  behalf  of  the  hedical  Officer  of  health  such 
as  Health  Inspectors  and  Health  Visitors,  or  representatives  of 
official  Bodies,  Specimens  cannot  be  accepted  from  private  persons. 
Routine  specimens  examined  fall  under  two  main  headings  -  (a)  medical 
and  (b)  sanitary* 

(a)  hedical 

A  comprehensive  service  is  offered  for  diagnosis,  treatment  and 
prevention  of  bacteriological,  viral  and  mycotic  infections*  Each 
laboratory  can  call  in  the  services  of  a  reference  laboratory  and 
reference  experts  whenever  a  wider  knowledge  of  specialised  examination 
is  advisable* 

Sanitary  Specimens 


Tliis  work  includes  bacteriological  examination  of  v/ater,  milk, 
artificial  cream,  meat,  egg  products  and  shellfish.  The  service 
usually  examines  material  as  offered  to  the  consumer  but  it  also  examines 
specimens  taken  on  behalf  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  a,t  any 
stage  of  production,  ViTith  some  foods  such  as  artificial  cream  proper 
control  can  only  be  secured  in  this  v/ay.  Many  imported  foods  are 
sampled  at  port  of  entry* 

The  above  extract  from  the  Ouide  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
Service  indicates  the  fundamenta,!  importance  of  this  service  to  the 
local  Health  Department, 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  in  Bradford  provided  full  facilities 
as  outlined  above.  Collection,  delivery,  examination  and  reports  on 
specimens  were  both  comprehensive  and  expeditious,  A  daily  service 
was  maintained  by  a  courier  from  the  Department  which  minimised  delay 
and  preliminary  telephoned  reports  from  the  bacteriologist  facilitated 
investigation  in  the  field.  Other  advantages  were  the  shorter 
exclusion  of  children  from  school  and  persons  from  v;ork  and  early 
action  in  the  prevention  of  infection.  Dr,  Smith  and  his  staff  have 
given  valuable  advice  and  help  throughout  the  year.

CARE  AND  A?T^R>-CAia  .SERTOE 


Following  dischc.rge  of  the  p?,tient  from  hospital,  local  authority 
help  is  most  frequently  sought  as  a  supportive  service  to  the  faiuily 
doctor  by  way  of  home  care  or  convalescence.  The  Distract  Nurse  has 
available  a  substantial  range  of  equipment  classified  as  nursing  aids, 
for  example,  special  beds,  v/heel  chairs,  chains  and  pulleys,  conmiodes, 
and  Y7allcing  aids.  In  19^3  476  items  of  equipment  as  nursing  aids 
were  issued  on  loom.  Prospective  discharge  of  the  patient  is 
provided  by  the  Hospital  iHmoner  who  advises  the  Divisional  Nursing 
Officer  or  clerical  st;aff  by  telephone  and  or  letter.  One  Health 
Visitor  maintains  liaison  with  the  Consultant  Physician  at  liis  out¬ 
patient  departments  at  Bradford  hospitals,  and  a  Consultant  advises 
the  Health  Visitor  on  the  discharge  of  diabetic  oases  from  the 
appropriate  clinic. 

The  laundry  service  for  incontinent  patients  provides  sheets, 
draw  sheets,  pyjamas,  nightdresses.  The  District  Nurse  notifies  the 
Divisional  Nursing  Officer  or  clerk  where  service  is  required  and 
gives  an  indication  of  requirements.  Collection  amd  delivery  of 
soiled  or  clean  laundry  respectively  is  arranged  on  Tuesdays  and 
Fridays  and  the  lamndry  packed  on  the  previous  day  for  collection  by 
van  on  the  following  morning.  Clean  lamndry  is  delivered  and  the 
soiled  laundry,  packed  in  disposable  bags,  transferred  to  Thornton 
View  where  the  laundry  service  proper  is  initiated.  During  the  year

DAY  Aid)  NIG-HT  NURSING-  SERVICE 

In  1963  the  local  Health  Authority  provided  a  Day  and  Night 
Nursing  Service  for  the  following  types  of  patient 

(a)  Patients  suffering  from  carciiioraa  usually  of  a  terminal  nature, 

(b )  Patients  suffering  from  other  forms  of  chronic  illness  in 
respect  of  which  financio.l  responsibility  is  accepted  by  the 
West  Riding  County  Council, 

The  Scheme  was  intended  to  meet  the  needs  of  patients  for  short 
periods  during  terminal  illness  or  other  exceptional  circumstances. 
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Many  relatives  prefer  to  help  nurse  the  patient  themselves  for 
varying  reasons.  Nevertheless,  v/hen  illness  is  protracted,  additional 
help  is  soraetiiaes  a  necessity  and  this  service  covers  such  need. 

Women  v/itli  some  nursing  e:q)erience  are  employed  on  a  part-time 
basis  and  auxiliary  workers  are  the  nucleus  of  v/hat  is  an  expanding 
service.  They  are  willing  to  cover  oases  at  short  notice,  which  is 
essential  in  this  type  of  work. 

During  15 65  14-  oancer  oases  and  19  other  cases  virere  covered. 

KEiiLTII  3DUGATI0N 

An  important  report  is  issued  by  the  Ministry  through  the  Central 
Health  Services  Council  Joint  Committee  on  Health  Education,  Anyone 
v/ho  desires  to  show  an  interest  in  this  subject  v/ould  be  well  advised 
to  consult  the  original  document.  Some  salient  considerations  and 
recomiaendations  are  mentioned  belov/.  The  report  indicates  that 
traditionally  Health  Education  concerned  itself  v/ith  information  and 
advice  about  factors  promoting  physical  health  such  as  fresh  and  clean 
air,  hygiene  and  exercising.  Increasingly  it  has  covered  advice  on 
such  subjects  as  mental  health,  sex  education,  riarriage  guidance, 
family  and  social  problems,  v/hich  play  a  part  in  determining  health  or 
disease.  In  the  wider  sense  there  is  hardly  any  aspect  of  health 
which  can  be  excluded  from  the  ambit  of  health  education  and  this 
view  is  adopted  in  the  definition  of  health  adopted  by  the  World  Health 
Organisation,  no.mely  the  state  of  complete  physical,  mental  and  social 
V7ell  being,  and  not  simply  an  absence  of  disease  or  infection. 

The  contribution  v;hich  Health  Education  should  make  to  health  has 
four  main  sub-divisions  :- 

1,  Advice  about  specific  preventive  measures  such  as 
vaccination  and  iimnunisation,  needing  individual  co-operation 
on  a  limited  number  of  occasions, 

2,  Inculcation  of  "habits  and  attitudes  promoting  health  and 
preventing  disease,  for  example,  refraining  from  smoking; 

’washing  hands  after  visits  to  the  lavatory;  preventing 
over’vveight;  taking  exercise;  the  com^plex  task  of  bringing 
up  children. 

3,  Education  to  understand  the  need  for  community  health 
measures,  for  example  clean  air,  good  housing,  full  yet 
responsible  use  of  all  the  available  health  services. 

A*  Education  to  seek  advice  from  the  doctor  at  an  early  stage 
for  certain  conditions , 
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ilnong  the  list  of  reconnendations  it  is  ijidicated  that  health 
Education  uust  do  r.ore  than  provide  information.  Social  sei-vices 
should  ue  used  to  determine  v/here  the  need  for  Health  Education 
e:d.sts  and  provide  guidance  about  the  planning  of  a  progra-irmie  and 
the  measurement  of  its  results.  Tiiore  should  be  enouiry  into  the 
factors  influencing  mothers  and  the  vva^^  they  bring  up  their  children. 
Study  should  also  be  undertaken  into  the  health  knovd.edgOj  pi'oc‘.ticcs 
and  attitudes  of  men  and  vvoiaen  between  the  ages  of  35  50 • 


High  priori.ty  should  continue  to  be  given  to  the  health  education 
of  mothers.  A  truer  understanding  of  cancer  and  r^othods  for  early 
detection  is  needed.  Dental  health  shi^uld  be  promoted  as  j^art  of 
genera.!  hea.lth  education.  Hea,ltli  Education  should  pci'sevore  in 
edvioating  the  public  about  suitable  types  of  footwear.  There  is 
need  for  a  continued  ca.mpaign  on  the  current  policy  on  mental  Illness. 
More  education  is  needed  about  the  emotiona,!  needs  of  pc,ronts  a-nd 
children.  Accident  prevention,  noise  prevention,  clean  a.ir, 
fluoridation  and  social  and  food  hygiene  are  topics  on  wiii.ch  there  i.s 
a.  constant  need  to  aavaken  public  conscience.  The  manageria,!  and 
workers  side  of  industry  and  commerce  should  be  encoura,ged  to  give 
more  educa-tion  on  prevention  of  illness  -and  accidents.  The  health 
education  of  immigra,nts  should  receive  continuing  special  attention* 
More  education  is  needed  to  discourage  over-eating  and  healthy  use  of 
leisure  at  all  ages,  with  special  attention  to  middle  aged  meiio 


The  above  a,re  a  few  of  the  more  important  recominendations  made 
by  this  Committee  which  merit  the  attention  of  responsible  citizens o 


All  members  of  the  Public  Health  staff  are  by  nature  of  their 
profession  health  educators.  Eor  exam.ple,  when  a  District  Hursing 
Sister  washes  her  hands  in  a  home  before  carrying  out  a  procedure,  she 
is  demonstrating  health  education,  Vi/hen  a  Public  Health  Inspector 
visits  a  food  shop  to  advise  workers  in  the  handling  of  food,  he  also 
acts  as  a  health  educator.  Health  education  nay  be  directed  at  a 
person,  a  group  or  a  comriunity  and  the  media  used  must  vary  for  each 
need.  The  correct  approach  is  difficult  to  estimate,  but  without 
doubt  each  method  has  its  value. 


Health  education  to  the  mass  is  probably  most  difficult  because 
unless  a  problem  becomes  a  personal  one,  society  on  the  whole  tends  to 
ignore  a  specific  message. 

During  the  Smoking  and  Health  campaign  in  January  to  March,  1965, 
posters  v/ere  issued  to  schools,  youth  clubs  and  factories. 

Health  education  was  undertaken  by  the  Health  Visitors  in  schools 
and  clinics.  Mothercraft  talks  have  been  given  to  expectant  mothers 
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and  these  talks  take  place  v/eekly  throughout  the  year.  It  is  perhaps 
v;orthy  to  note  that  these  talks  to  this  group  is  very  worth  while  as 
the  expeotant  mother  is  receptive  and  anxious  to  absorb  any  kno'.vlodge 
wliich  may  be  of  value  to  the  upbringing  of  the  child. 

Many  members  of  the  staff  have  given  talks  to  voluntary 
organisations  within  the  division.  Merabers  of  the  staff  also  serve 
on  Home  Safety,  Road  and  Old  Peoples  Y/elfare  Coimaittees  and  v/ere 
actively  engaged  in  the  health  educational  projects  vdiich  these 
committees  undertook  from  time  to  time. 

The  media  used  in  health  education  vary  and  include  posters, 
leaflets,  displays,  the  use  of  flannelgraphs  and  of  sound  films.

A.  The  Home  Help  may  also  be  used  in  problem  families  for 
rehabilitation;  the  balance  of  family  life  may  be  preserved  and 
fostered  by  adequate  and  prompt  after-care  service  well  tidjusted  to  the 
individual  family  or  patient. 

The  social  need  is  pronounced  particularly  in  industrial  areas 
with  large  "vulnerable"  age  groups  (e.g,  expectant  mothers,  young 
children,  aged  persons).  Again,  the  Tradition  in  these  parts  has 
always  been  for  a  large  number  of  married  women  to  work  a.nd  this  has 
increased  with  modern  trends.  Indeed,  the  percentage  of  women  workers 
must  be  one  of  the  highest  in  G-reat  Britain.  It  is  not  surprising, 
therefore,  that  as  in  previous  years  the  uptake  of  Home  Helps  exceeded 
allocation,  and  indeed  service  was  only  maintained  by  means  of 
supplementary  help  generously  provided  from  the  County  pool  at  each 
quarter  of  the  yec-r. 

Approximately  30^o  of  the  nev;  requests  for  Home  ?Ielps  were  received 
from  general  practitioners;  either  for  short-term  help  in  cases  of 
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acute  illness  or  Djijury,  or  for  long-term  help  for  elderly  and  infirm 
patients*  The  other  50. ^  comprised  calls  received  from  Hospital  ^J-moners, 
the  National  Assistance  Board,  Mental  Welfare  Officers,  Social  Workers, 
relatives  of  aged  people  living  alone,  and  expectant  mothers. 

The  policy  of  providing  the  services  of  Home  Helps  for  nev/ 
patients  or  for  patients  being  discharged  from  hospital,  with  the 
minimum  of  dela,y,  has  been  much  appreciated  by  general  practitioners 
and  hospital  almoners  as  well  as  by  the  patients  themselves. 

The  number  of  aged  and  maternity  cases,  as  against  the  previous 
year,  was  sim-ilar  but  chronic  sick  increased  and  acute  cases  decreased 
appreciably. 

There  has  been  no  real  shortage  of  applicants  for  employment  but 
often  there  has  been  diffioulty  in  acquiring  staff  suitable  for  the 
duties  required* 

A  mobile  supervisor  would  certainly  improve  the  sta.ndard  of  the 
service*  Not  only  for  checking  the  standa.rd  of  work  and  time  keeping, 
but  a  knowledge  of  personalities  when  allocating  work  would  ensure  a 
happier  and  often  more  productive  relationship  between  patient  and 
home  help.  In  addition,  this  could  possibly  decrease  turnover  of 
staff,  misfits  could  be  adjusted  before  distressing  situations  arose. 
Under  the  present  system  patients  are  known  to  Health  Visitors  but 
clerical  staff  know  only  the  home  help  -  some  of  then  hardly  at  all 
because  they  are  only  seen  vihen  they  have  occasion  to  come  into  the 
office  v/ith  queries  or  complaints*  Another  great  advantage  would  be 
to  relea.se  Ke-alth  Visitors’  time  for  other  perhaps  more  importa.nt 
duties*

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E.WCTIOUS  DISEASE 


In  Ship.le;^  310  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  were  noti.fierl,  2.18  o.f 
these  teing  due  to  Measles,  Measles  continues  to  be  nj-ld  in 
character  v/ith  few  complications  which  can  readily  be  controlled 
by  the  exercise  of  anti  biotics.  The  most  serious  r.isk  as  the 
occasiona.1  case  of  encephalitis  as  a  sequela.  As  mentioned  in 
last  year’s  Annual  Report  the  M.R.C,  work  has  been  concluded  but 
although  the  vaccine  m.ay  be  obtained  through  G-eneral  Medical 
Practitioners,  no  national  scheme  of  control  has  yet  been 
inaugurated. 

The  remaining  .Infections  v/ere  distributed  as  follov/s:  33  cases 
of  pneumonia,  23  scarlet  fever,  11  sonne  dysentery,  2  v;hooping 
cough,  2  erysipelas  and  1  salmonella  t^'ph.imuriun  infection. 

Bingley .  There  were  2A7  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  of  which 
202  were  measles,  21  scarlet  fever,  10  pneum.onia,  7  sonne 
dysentery  and  7  whooping  cough, 

Ba.ildon.  There  was  a  total  of  179  infections  of  which  171  were 
measles,  3  pneumonia  and  3  scarlet  fever, 

Denholme .  There  were  163  cases  distributed  as  follov/s :  111  cases 

of  measles,  13  sonne  dysentery,  IZj-  scarlet  fever,  12  pneumonia, 

10  whooping  cough,  2  paratyphoid  B  and  1  salmonella  panama. 

As  expected  the  incidence  of  measles  was  highest  in  the  first 
and  second  quarters  of  the  year  although  in  Denholme  the  maximum 
prevalence  occurred  in  the  third  quarter.  Scarlet  fever 
occurred  mainly  in  the  last  quarter.  The  other  infections  v/ere 
fairly  evenly  distributed  throughout  the  year, 

SMi'iLPOX 

A  suspected  case  of  smallpox  in  a  Pakistani  boy  of  16  who  had 
arrived  at  London  J^irport  from  Delhi  via  Moscow  and  travelled  to 
Leeds  by  taxi,  v/as  admitted  to  Seacroft  Hospital  and  later  to  the 
Smallpox  Hospital,  Batleyo  The  diagnosis  was  Mt  confirmed. 

Contacts  were  kept  under  surveillance  for  the  appropriate  period 
until  the  final  evidence  was  forthcoming, 

TYPHOID 

The  report  of  the  Governmental  Committee  on  the  enquiry  into 
the  Aberdeen  outbreak  became  available  at  the  end  of  193V  and  the 
articles  indicted  v;ere  contaminated  cans  of  corned  beef  where

unchlorinated  river  water  had  teen  used  for  cooling  sterilised  cans* 

The  Comniittee’s  reconiiuendations  were  set  out  in  detail  and  overseas 
suppliers  given  a  detailed  statement  of  hygienic  requirements  for  the 
production  of  meat  and  its  products.  Staff  engaged  overseas  on 
meat  inspection  have  been  augmented,  ^jci  e:diaustive  enquiry  with 
detailed  recommendations  can  be  studied  in  the  G-overnmental  report 
on  the  subject. 

In  January  19^5  there  was  an  alert  from  a  case  of  t5q>hoid 
isolated  in  Huddersfield  and  in  February  contacts  from  a  case  cn  a 
P  1  0  liner  were  under  surveillance.  In  February  also  a  case  of 
typhoid  fever  occurred  in  Bradford  and  contacts  of  the  case  in  this 
Division  were  kept  under  surveillance.  Further  alerts  occurred  from 
cases  aiising  in  the  month  of  August  in  Sheffield  and  Huddersfield 
County  Boroughs,  Further  cases  occurring  in  Bognor  Regis  gave  rise 
to  local  aontacts  in  this  Division  but  proved  to  bo  free  from  infection. 
In  November  another  case  of  typhoid  was  notified  of  a  Palcistani  girl  in 
Huddersfield  County  Borough, 

P;jblTYPHOID  B 

An  outbreak  of  Paratyphoid  B  infection  in  the  Fylde  area  of 
Lancashire  v/as  conveyed  by  untreated  milk  from  a  milk  cow  excreting 
the  organism,  200  gallons  of  milk  per  day  produced  on  a  farm  supplied 
caravan  sites,  Millc  infection  was  confirmed  in  all  these  sites  and 
the  adjacent  County  Borough  of  Blackpool  where  holida.y  residents 
were  accomraodated.  General  Practitioners  in  the  area  were  warned  of 
the  outbreak,  contacts  remaining  under  observation  and  three  persons 
v/ere  admitted  to  hospital,  one  as  a  suspect  case  proved  negative  to 
the  isolation  of  the  organism  and  tvjo  symptomless  exoretors  were 
isolated.  No  secondary  cases  occurred  in  the  Division, 

A  suspec'*'.  case  of  paratyphoid  within  the  Division  was  removed 
to  hospital  but  investigation  proved  negative, 

FOOD  POISONFAG 

A  salmonella  episode  v;as  reported  iii  Bradford  arising  when  a 
party  of  29  women  went  to  Ylelvujn  Garden  City  on  May  15 th,  iJ-l 
affected  had  taken  a  meal  at  the  same  restaurant  and  salmonella 
typhimurium  v/as  identified  from  specimens  taken  from  certain  patients, 
Tliree  in  the  party  lived  in  this  area  but  all  proved  negative. 

Salmonella  panama  v/as  isolated  from  a  case  of  frequent  diarrhoea 
with  abdominal  pain,  of  sic  days’  duration  and  sudden  onset  in  a 
married  woman  who  had  eaten  a  meat  pie.  Unfortunately  none  of  the 
pie  was  available  for  checking  with  the  organism  isolated  from  the  case. 
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A  case  of  salmonella  typhimurium  in  a  child  of  one  produced  a 
two  day  illness  with  diarrhoea.  Other  members  of  the  family  were 
affected  but  no  organism  was  isolated  nor  v/as  the  original  causal 
food  identified, 

COXSAGKIE  IKFECTION 

CoxsaclcLe  virus  A9  v;as  isolated  from  a  child  of  12  suffering 
from  acute  enteritis , 

DYS3NTSRY 

Flexner  dysentery  was  isolated  in  6  cases  in  a  family  of  10, 

It  first  affected  a  boy  of  10,  then  a  child  of  2,  follov/ed  by  mother 
and  3  other  members  of  the  family.  The  dates  of  ini’ection  and 
incubation  period  suggested  a  person-to-person  spread  rather  than  a 
particular  food, 

TUBERCUL.0SIS 

Notifications  of  tuberculosis  are  continuing  to  decline,  but 
again,  of  the  13  respiratory  notifications  4  had  quite  extensive 
lesions  with  positive  sputum  vdien  diagnosed.  All  responded  to 
anti- tuberculous  drugs,  becomang  negative  after  commencing  treatment. 

Two  patients  who  continue  to  attend  the  olinio  consistently  produce 
positive  sputa,  one  of  whom  is  resistant  to  all  known  drugs. 

There  was  no  Ma.ss  Radiography  Survey  carried  out  in  the  area  in 

1965. 

The  Mantoux  positive  school  leavers  were  aga,in  offered  chest 
X-rays,  None  was  found  to  have  active  disease.  Those  with  very 
severe  reactions  v;ere  recalled  for  further  follov;  up. 

The  employment  of  patients  after  treatment  has  usually  presented 
little  difficulty,  Tlie  miajority  are  able  to  return  to  their  former 
place  of  employment,  Tho  Rehabilitation  Employm*ent  Officer  co-operates 
v/hen  requested  to  do  so.  Only  one  patient  considered  fit  for  work 
has  so  far  been  unable  to  secure  suitable  employment. 

The  visiting  of  nev;ly  notified  cases  and  their  contacts  has 
again  been  undertaken  by  the  Health  Visitor  working  directly  with  the 
Chest  Physician  at  the  Chest  Clinic,  This  ensures  a  better  check  on 
their  attendance.  She  also  visits  all  active  oases  and  any  others 
the  Chest  Physician  requests. 

The  total  number  of  attendances  at  the  Chest  Clinic  fell  duriiig

Venereal  diseases  remain  a  serious  problem  cnJ  there  appears  to 
be  a  v/orld  wide  increase  in  the  nunber  of  cases.  Tne  Chief  fuodical 
Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  his  1964  Revert  indicated  that 
this  v/as  less  in  Engla,nd  and  W-ales  than  about  a  dozen  other  countries 
included  in  the  charts  giving  evidence  of  the  rising  increase* 

In  this  country  naturally  the  highest  concentration  of  cases 
occurs  around  sea  ports  and  centres  of  importation  of  foreign  labour. 
The  presence  of  a  nearby  immigrant  population  gives  concern^ 
especially  ;vhere  a  large  body  of  men  reside  away  from  their  v;omenfollc.

Local  Authorities,  under  Section  26  of  the  National  hlealth 
Service  Act,  are  required  to  arrange  for  the  imr.:-anisation  and 
vaccination  of  susceptible  persons  in  their  areas  against  Smallpox  and 
Diphtheria,  By  direction,  or  v;ith  approval  after  application  this  may 
be  extended  to  the  control  of  any  other  disease*  Vfhooping  Cough, 
Poliomyelitis,  Teta.nus  and  Tuberculosis  lend  tliemselved  to  prophylactic 
control  by  ininunisation  and  have  been  added  to  the  list  in  the  Y/est 
Riding  administrative  area.  This  involves  the  medical  practitioner 
and  the  Health  Department  in  a  considerable  range  of  preventive  work 
and  maintenance  of  personal  records. 


Hitherto,  in  immunisation  against  tuberculosis,  doctors  iiave 
had  an  option  of  using  British  Freeze  Dried  or  Danish  Liquid  Vaccine, 
The  advantage  of  the  former  relating  to  storage  and  da.stribution  has 
now  resulted  in  its  general  adoption.

The  G-len  Social  Club 

The  Clen  Social  Club,  Shipley  v/as  opened  in  September,  l^ol. 

Since  that  date  the  Club  has  gone  from  strength  to  strength.  It  is 
held  every  Tuesday  evening  from  1-3,  and  a  room  is  used  at  the  Child 
Welfare  Clinic,  Somerset  House,  At  the  moment  we  have  a  membership 
of  approximately  30,  but  the  attendance  is  usually  in  the  region  of 
20  each  week. 

The  Club  is  run  on  purely  informal  lines  and  is  in  no  way 
authoritarian.  Both  the  Mental  Welfare  Officers  attend  and  relatives 
have  expressed  appreciation  in  the  fact  that  someone  is  interested  in 
the  patients  and  is  able  to  keep  contact. 

There  has  over  the  years  been  a  change  in  membership  but  a  hard 
core  of  about  8  members  remain  with  us  and  seem  likely  to  do  so;  the 
Club  appears  to  be  the  social  highlight  of  the  week  for  these  people, 

A  variety  of  members  have  used  the  Club  as  a  "si.epping  stone"  to  wider 
spheres.  It  has  been  noted  that  a  number  of  members  have  graduated 
to  various  social  activities  i,e.  Women's  Guilds,  Labour  Group,  Church 
Societies, 

The  evenings  have  been  varied  and  we  hope  entertaining.  We  have 
had  the  usual  games  evenings,  quizzes,  talks  on  a  variety  of  subjects, 
and  local  people  have  come  along  to  the  Club  with  great  enthusiasm  to 
give  lectures,  show  films  and  slides.  The  members  have  shown  interest. 
For  the  ladies  v/e  were  lucky  to  secure  the  services  of  a  local 
hairdresser  who  came  along  to  give  a  demonstration  on  hair  and  manicure 
with  the  members  acting  as  models. 

For  the  first  time  this  year  we  held  a  dinner  at  the  County 
Restaurant,  Bradford  when  36  members  attended.  This  proved  to  be  the 
highlight  of  the  year's  sessions.  Visits  to  the  pantomime,  theatre 
outings  and  evening  drives  have  been  included  this  year. 
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An  interesting  insight  into  the  members’  view  of  the  Club  was 
provided  by  giving  each  member  a  sheet  of  paper  which  was  headed  v/ith 
the  question  "VvTiy  do  you  come  to  the  Club?"#  Members  vmre  asked  to 
write  their  answers  as  fully  as  possible,  and  to  return  them  the 
following  week  in  the  envelope  provided.  In  this  v/ay  contributors 

could  offer  their  viev.point  anonymously.  Without  exception  each 

member  expressed  appreciation  of  the  company  and  companionship  within 
the  Club;  some  did  so  to  the  exclusion  of  any  mention  of  the  various 
Club  activities.  One  member  said  that  the  Club  had  often  been  an 
oasis  in  a  desert. 

We  have  a  room  available  for  interview  should  any  member  wish  to 
talk.  We  have  also  started  group  discussions  which  appear  to  progress. 
Members  have  come  along  to  the  Club  at  the  request  of  Consultants, 
Oeneral  Practitioners  and  the  Mental  Welfare  Officers, 


Oeneral  Observations  and  Comments 

It  can  be  noted  that  the  service  has  continued  to  expand. 
Excellent  liaison  has  been  maintained  v;ith  the  Psychiati'ic  Hospitals 
and  with  the  General  Practitioners  and  other  agencies. 

Smiphasis  on  care  and  after-care  within  tlie  community  plays  an 
important  part  in  the  work  of  the  Mental  Welfare  Officers  over  the 
year.

R,  Clark  resigned  to  take  up  an  appointriient 
as  Public  Health  Inspector  to  Eaildon  U,D,C.  and  his  place  T;as  taken  by 
iir,  F,  Bilney  -who  ha.d  been  a  st-udent  Public  Health  Inspector  in  Shipley 
but  on  qualifying  was  appointed  District  Public  Plealth  Inspector  to 
Bingley  U.D.C. 

The  year  has  been  an  extremely  busy  one,  as  the  figures  in  the 
various  sections  of  the  report  vh-ich  follow  v;ill  indicate.  For  part 
of  the  year  the  staff  V7as  belavv  establishment  and  this  aggravated  some 
of  the  problems  v.dth  which  the  department  \7as  confronted,  'Te  were  unable 
to  spend  as  much  time  on  some  of  the  aspects  of  our  nork  as  I  should  have 
liked;  this  v;as  entirely  due  to  the  competing  calls  on  the  Inspectors* 
time,  and  a  decision  had  to  be  taken  as  to  vjhnt  the  priorities  ’./ore 
going  to  be.

The  rate  of  clearance  of  unfit  houses  continued  at  a  steady  tempo 
throughout  the  year,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  the  Council  were  ahead 
of  their  scheduled  programme.  The  polic3^  of  purclia.sing  houses  by 
agreement  has  continued.  In  mian^'"  cases  the  houses  are  purchased  before 
the  Clearance  Area  is  declared,  G-eiierally  speaking  this  procedure 
v:orks  reasonably  well,  and  last  year,  certainly,  there  were  less 
objectors  than  one  v.^ould  have  expected  ha.d  the  more  formal  statutory 
procedures  been  adopted  under  the  Housing  Act  i  957.  No  public  enquir¬ 
ies,  regarding  the  unfitness  of  houses  included  in  Areas,  etc,,  were  held. 
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Since  ^  933  the  lumiber  of  bn,ck-to-baclc  houses  in  the  tov/n  has  been 
reduced  from  2574  to  1202.

During  the  year  the  Council  authorised  43  Improvement  Grants,  made 
up  of  28  Standard  Gran.ts  and  1  7  Discretionary  Grants.  This  makes  a 
total  of  3C9  grants  approved,  258  Standard  and  23l  Discretionary,  since 
the  inception  of  the  scheme.

The  following  table  indicc.tcs  the  number  of  inspections  v/hich  have 
been  made  at  the  various  i:;^Tpcs  of  food  premises.  This  aspect  of  our 
'>.ork  is  an  iiaportant  one,  and  it  is  my  opinion  that  good  standards  of 
hygiene  can  only  be  maintained  if  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  pay 
regular  routine  visits  to  all  food  preirises.  It  is  regrettable,  there¬ 
fore,  that  the  nimiber  of  inspections  that  liave  been  carried  cut  is 
minimal.  Pressure  of  other  duties  has  prevented  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors  from  devoting  as  much  thae  to  tliis  v/ork  as  is  desirable. 

Nevertheless  a.  reasonable  mea.sirre  of  control  lias  been  exercised, 
and  general];^^  speaJcing  the  premises  v/hich  cause  us  most  concern  have 
received  regular  inspections. 

During  the  year  imxirovements  v/ere  carried  out  in  a.  number  of  food 
premises.  Sc  far  as  nen.’’  premises  are  concerned,  have  endeavoured 
at  the  planning  stage  to  ensure  that  the  premises  comply  in  aJ.1  respects 
with  the  Pood  Hygiene  Regulations.  Suggestions  and  modif inactions 
recommended  by  the  department  have  in  many  cases  been  implemented.

During  the  year  40  samples  of  ro77  milk  were  taken  and  submitted  to 
the  Ring  Test  to  deteimiine  the  presence  of  Brucella  Abortus,  35  were 
negative  and  5  v/ere  positive,  A  notice  was  served  on  one  producer 
requiring  him  to  send  all  his  milk  for  heat  trea.tment  until  the  infection 
v;as  traced.  The  affected  cow  v;as  subsequently  traced  and  sent  for 
slaughter. 

The  frequency  with  which  brucella  infection  occurs  in  the  area  lays

It  has  been  a  busy  year  at  the  abattoir,  the  throughx>ut  was  33,1  5® 
emimals,  this  compares  with  l9,Oi6  in  19^4,  increase  of  12|-,142. 

The  throughput  is  such  that  it  is  now  necessary  for  a.  Public  Health 
Inspector  to  be  engaged  full  time  at  the  abattoir.  During  the  year  a 
1  00^  inspection  v;as  maintained, 

A  number  of  improvements  were  carried  out  a.t  the  ab8.ttoir  during 
the  year,  the  floors  in  the  beast  and  sheep  slaughter  halls  ajid  cooling 
bays  were  re-surfaced,  A  special  epoxy-resin  materiaJ.  was  used  incor¬ 
porating  carborundum  chippings  to  impart  non-slip  properties  etc.  The 
re-siarfacing  of  the  floors  has  made  a  big  improvement  in  the  working 
conditions  and  in  the  ability  of  the  staff  to  keep  the  place  really  clean. 
The  slaughtermen’s  mess  room  was  renova.ted  and  new  furniture  provided, 
giving  it  a  much  needed  fa.ee  lift. 

The  income  for  the  financial  year  ending  31  st  Llarch  19^3  v;as  £6,766 
compared  wuth  £4,420  in  19^5  end  £3,621  in  1  964*  b’e  have  in  fact  almost 
reached  a  position  7/here  we  are  breaking  even  on  expenditure  and  income. 
The  throughput  figures  indica.te  that  the  abattoir  is  providing  facilities 
in  the  town  which  are  in  demand,  '.7e  have,  hcr/vever,  now  reached  a 
position  where  we  are  unable  to  accept  any  additiona.1  slaughtering  at 
the  abattoir,  the  existing  facilities  are  stretched  to  the  limit.  In 
fact  in  raany  v/ays  the  abattoir  fa.lls  short  of  modem  standards  as 
regards  construction  and  facilities.  The  modernisation  of  the  abattoir 
is  a  subject  that  vaill  have  to  be  given  serious  considera.tion  in  the 
near  future.  One  of  the  follo'wing  tables  gives  details  regarding  the 
amount  cf  meat  condemned  at  the  abattoir.  There  is  an  increa.se  in  the 
total  weight  condemned  over  last  year’s  figures,  but  the  substantially 
increased  throughxDut  at  the  abattoir  accounts  for  this.  This  is  the 
first  year  that  v/e  have  been  able  to  report  that  none  of  the  animals 
slaughtered  in  Shipley  v:as  suffering  from  tuberculosis.  This  fact. 
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v/hich  is  typical  of  the  country  as  a  -ohole,  is  conclusive  proof  of  the 
success  of  the  Ministry's  eradication  scheme,  v;hich  during  its  early 
days  received  a  great  deal  of  criticism.

In  1  954  v/hen  "  The  Beaver"  report  on  air  pollution  was  published 
Shipley  was  included  in  parts  of  the  '.Vest  Riding  shoAWi  ajs  "Black  Areas", 
these  areas  \7ere  those  where  the  Committee  considered  that  the  problem 
of  air  pollution  was  most  acute.  The  Clean  Air  Act  195^  Parliament's 
answer  to  the  report.  This  Act,  probably  the  most  important  piece  of 
post  war  public  health  legislation,  gave  Local  Authorities  pcr.ver  to 
establish  Smoke  Control  Areas,  The  details,  given  after  this  intro¬ 
duction,  sho\7  Shipley's  progress  in  this  field.  The  prograjnrae  is 
proceeding  according  to  plan.  The  Leeds  Road  No*  6  Order  came  into 
operation  during  the  year,  and  it  contained  1,1 24  houses  and  manbers 
of  the  department  were  kept  very  busy  giving  advice,  inspecting  premises, 
checking  completed  works,  etc.  The  point  should  be  made  that  the 
department  has  undertaken  a  considerable  amount  of  additional  v/ork 
without  appoiiting  any  additional  staff,  inevitably  this  has  meant  that 
other  aspects  of  our  work  have  suffered.  However,  the  vrork  of  Smoke 
Control  has  proceeded  fairly  smoothly,  due  largely  to  the  efforts  of 
the  staff  v/ho  have  been  involved  with  it, 

T\7o  more  Orders  wore  made  and  submitted  to  the  I/Iinister  for 
confirmation  at  the  end  of  the  year,  both  these  Orders  were  subsequently 
confirmed  and  they  come  into  operation  on  the  1st  November,  The 

programme  envisages  that  the  whole  of  the  town  is  covered  by  Smoke 
Control  Orders  by  1  970. 

During  the  course  of  the  year  we  have,  on  a  number  of  occasions, 
had  to  issue  warnings  to  householders  in  Smoke  Control  Areas  about 
burning  non-smokeless  fuels  on  their  grates.  This  is  a  serious  matter 
and,  whilst  lega.l  proceedings  have  not  been  instituted  in  any  case  so 
far,  this  is  something  that  earnest  consideration  will  have  to  be  given 
to,  if  contraventions  continue  to  occur. 


So  far  as  industrial  pollution  is  concerned  the  Clean  Air  Act 
gives  Local  Authorities  adequate  pov/ers  to  deal  vd-th  smoke  and  grit 
emission  from  factory  chimneys,  whether  the  premises  are  in  Smoke 
Control  Areas  or  not.  During  the  year  22  timed  observations  were 
taken  of  ohiimey.s  in  the  dl.strict;  an^  a  number  of  waxn^.ng  letters 
v/ere  sent  to  firms  that  contravened  tiie  Dan-k  Smoke  (rVi'mltted  Periods; 
Regulations  l958*  During  the  same  period  8  inspections  of  boiler 
plants  were  carried  out. 


The  depajrtment  gave  advice  and  made  recommendations  v/here  new 
boiler  plant  v/as  being  installed,  and  v/here  existing  plant  was  being 
modified.  Recommendations  were  also  made  concerning  chimney  heights 
for  nev;  boiler  plants.  High  chimneys  are  unpopular  because  of  costs 
and  aesthetic  appearances,  nevertheless  the  public  health  risks  of 
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discharginp^  flue  gases  at  too  lovv  a  height,  to  allov/  adequate  dissemi¬ 
nation  in  the  a.tnosphcre,  cannot  be  ignored,  XJe  therefore  insist  that 
minimum  chimney  heights,  which  arc  calculated  from  a.  given  formula,  a.pply 
to  all  new  chimneys  serving  industrial  loreirdses. 

In  April  this  year  a  Volumetric  Saaoke  and  Sulphur  Dioxide  Recording 
Instrument  was  installed  in  the  Inspectors'  office.  The  purpose  of 
tliis  inst2mjment  is  to  measure  the  aiiiount  of  smoke  and  SO^  in  the 
atmosphere.  Recordings  are  made  dadly  and  it  is  therefore  possible  to 
compare  dadly  measui’ements.  Similar  rccordiing  a.pparatus  is  operated 
by  many  Local  Authorities  throughout  the  country.  All  the  results  are 

sent  to  the  Department  of  Scientific  and  Industrial  Research  who  collate 
all  the  data.  Every  month  a  bulletin  is  published  detailing;  all  the 
measurements  throughout  the  country  for  a  given  period.  This  is  a  most 
useful  instrument  from  a  research  point  of  view,  and  whdlst  is  is  early 
da.ys  to  interpret  the  results  wliich  are  in  our  possession,  the  instrument 
v;ill  act  as  a  barometer  to  indica.te  the  influence  that  the  continuance 
of  a  smoke  control  policy  is  having  on  the  pollution  level  in  the  tovai. 

In  future  reports  a  graph  will  be  included  shelving  the  degree  of 
pollution  at  different  times  cf  the  year,

Refuse  Collection 

This  service  has  been  maintained  tlaroughout  the  year  but  not 
\7ithout  difficulties.  Out  objective  is  to  meke  a  collection  from  each 
household  every  7  days,  but  this  v/as  not  always  possible.  The  v;inter 
period  is  particularly  difficult,  vfhen  one  has  to  contend  wdth  adverse 
v;eather  conditions,  increa.sed  sickness,  absenteeism  and  heavier  loads 
of  refuse. 

In  an  ora  of  full  employment  the  recruitment  of  laboiir  for  employ¬ 
ment  as  refuse  collectors  is  obviously  going  to  present  problems.  The 
work  is  hard,  much  if  it  has  to  be  carried  out  during  inclement  v/eather 
conditions,  and  the  pay  is  inadequate.  As  long  standing  emiDloyees  retire 
v;e  are  having  to  rely  mere  than  ever  on  casual  employees,  some  of  whom 
stay  in  the  employ  of  the  department  only  for  a  day  or  so,  sometimes 
hours,  Tliis  problem  will  probably  become  more  acute  as  time  progresses. 

The  followdng  table  gives  a  list  of  the  vehicles  which  arc  in  use  in 
the  department.  It  v/ill  be  seen  that  a  1 952  side  loading  collection 
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vehicle  is  still  being  used  for  the  collection  of  house  refuse.  The 
task  of  emptying  dustbins  is  far  mere  arduous  in  this  kind  of  vehicle, 
v/hich  is  novv  obsolete,  bcco-usc  there  is  no  mechanical  mcons  of  compression. 
Next  year  I  hope  to  be  able  to  report  that  this  side  loader  has  been 
replaced.  The  trend  is  for  domestic  refuse  to  become  buUeier  and 
lighter  ajid  I  a\jn  convinced  that  if  economic  pay  loads  are  to  be  collected 
and  trajisported  the  vehicles  v.liich  v:q  use  must  be  capable  of  a  high 
degree  of  mechanical  compression. 

The  bonus  scheme  v;hich  v.’-as  a-dopted  in  i  9^2  continued  to  operate 
throughout  the  year.

/ill  the  nev7  Council  flats  and  maisonettes  are  being  provided  v/ith 
lDa,per  sack  holders  and  paper  sacks  for  the  reception  of  their  dcraestic 
refuse.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  vns  a  tota.l  of  766  council 
dwellings  usin^.;  paper  sanks,  Tliis  system  of  refuse  storage  has  m.any 
advantages,  its  main  disadvantage  is  cost  but  with  an  incre-^sing 
shorta.ge  of  labour  it  may  be  the  ans\7er  to  some  Local  Authorities  ’ 
problems.  The  most  serious  problems  which  v/e  have  encountered  in 
Shipley,  in  connection  with  paper  sacks,  is  v/here  they  iia-ve  been  pro¬ 
vided  in  compounds  for  blocks  of  flats.  Because  they  are  in  joint  use 
none  of  the  tenants  seem  willing  to  accept  responsibility  for  the  com¬ 
pounds  and  consequently  on  many  occasions  the  conpounds  have  been  found 
in  a  dirty  condition.  This  has  necessitated  Cleansing  Department 
employees  v/orking  overtime  to  clean  them  up,  I  hare  gone  to  some  trouble 
seeing  tenants  and  writing  to  them  and  explaining  hc\;  the  fccCilities 
should  be  used.  There  hns,  I  thinla,  been  an  improvement  during  the 
course  of  the  year,  but  the  fact  remains  tha.t  paper  sacks  do  not  enjoy 
universal  popularity,

Durin{^  the  year  the  controlled  tipping  of  refuse  was  carried  cut 
at  Gadshy  Lane  and  Park  Street,  Saltaire,  Baildon  U.D,  continue  to 
utilise  our  tipi^ing  facilities  for  which  an  appropriate  change  is  ma.de. 
Park  Street  Quarry  \7as  opened  for  tipping  in  August,  and  tipsping 
continued  there  until  the  end  of  the  year.  Shortly  after  starting  to 
tip  in  Park  Street  v;e  did  have  a  number  of  fires  break  out,  fortuna.tely 
none  was  serious.  So  far  as  could  be  ascertained  the  fires  v/ere 
started  by  youngsters  who  pla.y  on  the  tip.  The  co-operation  of  the 

police  was  sought  and  arrangements  were  made  for  a  patrol  car  to  make 
periodic  visits  to  the  tip  in  the  evenings  and  at  v/eek-ends.  This 
action  acliieved  the  desired  effect. 

Income  from  the  tip  for  the  year  v/a.s  £841  ,

the  monthly  income.  The  annual  income  is  approximately  £862  liigher 
than  for  the  previous  financial  year  and  reflects  the  coramenda.ble  efforts 
made  by  the  collectors.

The  basic  source  of  Shipley’s  water  su^Dply  consists  of  Sweet  ‘..ell 
pnd  Low  hour  Springs  on  i.oi'ton  ho  or,  which  have  an  average  yield  of 
bet\7v.'en  Zj.60,000  and  500,000  gallons  per  day.  The  Virater  is  piped  from 
the  springs  across  the  moor  past  Graincliffe  Reservoir  to  the  treatment 
plojit  situa.ted  below  the  reservoir,  vjhere  it  receives  lime  treatment 
to  neutra?^ise  the  slightl^^  acid  prcpDerties.  It  then  flo\7S  tlirough 
slov;  sand  filters  and  is  given  clilorine/ammonia  treatment  cn  entry  to 
the  clear  waiter  tank  frao  which  it  is  passed  into  supjjly  to  the  High 
Level  Area,s  cf  Shipley  by  meajis  of  a  i  0-inch  diauneter  main. 

In  addition,  the  77ater  Board  laossess  the  right  to  collect  v/ater 
over  go.thering  grooinds  consisting  of  ^  ,88i  acres  on  Horton  Moor  and 
Bingley  Hoor,  The  effective  draina.ge  area  for  G-raincliffe  Reservoir 
is  1  ,1-1  6  acres  and  the  v.'a.ter  is  conducted  into  the  reservoir,  the 
capacity  of  which  is  95^'  million  gailcns,  by  three  main  d^rkes  - 
'.Teecher  Byke,  Bla.ck  Dyke  and  Or  eat  Graincliffe  Dyke, 

Any  V7ater  which  overflows  from  Graincliffe  Reservoir  or  vdiich  is 
allovred  to  go  down  the  reservoir  by-pass  is  fed  via.  Eldrick  Beck  into 
Lldvick  Reservoir,  v;hich  has  a  ca.pacity  of  27i  million  gailons 
approximately,  and  is  nor;  used  onlg  for  storage  of  compensation  water, 
the  supply  cf  wliich  is  a  statutory  obligation  cn  the  Board,  Tliis 
water  is  fed  into  Eld:.vick  Beck  belov;  the  Reservoir  Dam, 


The  requirements  of  the  High  Level  /reas  of  Shipley  do  not  absorb 
the  whole  of  the  ^icld  of  the  springs  and  the  resulting  surplus  waior 
overflows  before  troaiment  from  a  manliole  in  the  embanlonent  cf 
Graincliffe  Reservoir  into  a.  1  2-inch  diameter  g^ipeline  to  the  Ba.ildon 
Bank  Service  Reservoirs,  Those  reservoirs  supply  a.  large  proportion 
cf  the  Icwer  levels  cf  Shi.pley  and  the  excess  demand  from  these  areas 
ov'er  the  surplus  wo.ter  a.vnilable  from  the  siarings  is  made  up  by 
releasing  surface  v/ater  stored  in  Gra.incliffe  Reservoir  to  mix  with  the 
spring  v/ater  •■./here  this  enters  the  pipeline  to  the  service  resci-voirs. 

Lliilst  the  wnter  from  the  springs  is  cloaracterised  by  a  very  high 
degree  of  chemical  and  organic  purity,  and  cnlv  a.  slight  acidity,  the 
surface  wntcr  from  the  gathering  grounds  ha.s  in  solution  a  rela.tively 
large  proportion  of  na.tura.1  a.luninium  and  a  high  acidity,  and  this 
latter  property  ‘7o\ild  give  rise  to  a.  dangerous  degree  of  plumbo- solvency 
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even  when  the  water  was  nixed  v/ith  the  less  acid  spring  v/ater,  unless 
the  conhined  v/aters  v;ere  treated  "before  "being  put  into  supxjly. 

At  Baildon  Bpjilc,  ho’.vever,  the  combined  spring  and  su2rfa.ee  waters 
are  given  lime  and  chlcrine-airanonia  treatment  before  being  passed  into 
the  reservoirs.  In  this  case  the  lime  tr.  atment  fulfils  the  dual 
pu2rpose  of  obvia.ting  for  all  pra.ctical  purposes  the  povirer  of  the  -.yater 
to  dissolve  le8.d  from  xnpes  and  fittings  and  converts  its  prciaerties 
from  acid  to  slightly  allcaline,  thus  causing  the  aluiiiiniurA  to  settle 
out  in  the  reservoirs  (which  perform  the  purpose  of  sedimentation  tanks 
as  v;ell  as  stora.ge  reservoirs)  in  the  form  of  a.  floe  or  jelly-like 
substance  \7hich  tends  to  tra.p  on^'-  organic  or  ether  impurities  and 
fuirther  clarifies  and  purifies  the  water.  In  order  to  give  adequate 
settlement  the  two  rese2rvoirs  are  used  alternately^. 

The  purified  treated  v/ater  is  passed  into  service  from  the  Baildon 
Banlc  Service  Rese2avoirs  by  means  of  tvro  -l  0-inch  diameter  mains. 

In  addition  to  supp.lie  s  from  their  ov/n  sounces,  the  ..a.ter  Boand 
purchnse,  by  an  agreement,  a  further  supialy  of  trea.ted  v/ater  amounting 
to  apxaroximately  230,000  gallons  per  day  from  the  Bra.dford  Corporation 
'later  Und.ertaking.  This  amount  may  be  increased  to  300^000  gallons 
per  day  during  d2ry  periods  if  required. 

In  order  to  carry  out  the  treatment  of  ^yaier  from  their  o\'n 
sources  adequately,  the  loroperties  of  both  the  raw  and  the  trea.ted 
water  are  tested  several  times  a  d8.y  at  Graincliffe  and  Baildon  Bank 
trea.tment  plants,  and  also  saraples  of  tap  'enter  taJeen  in  Shipley  from 
both  sources  are  tested  daily  by  members  of  the  '..a.ter  Depiartment  staff. 
In  addition,  monthiy  examinations  by  independent  ana.lysts  are  ma.de  of 
both  the  bacteriologicai  and  checmica.l  prope2rties  of  all  raw  waters  and 
treated  v/aters  supplied  to  consumers,  and  the  results  of  these  over  a 
long  period  .indicate  the  very  satisfa.ctory  nature  of  the  water  supply.

I  made  the  i^oint  in  the  Report  last  year  that  this  is  an 
irrportant  item  of  legislation  for  securing:  the  health,  safety  and 
v/elfare  of  persons  employed  in  offices  and  sliops.  The  Act  caire  into 
operation  in  1  9^4  and  various  regulations  covering  sanitary  ancommodaticn, 
washing  facilities,  etc,,  have  been  made  under  the  Act,  nt  the  end  of 
the  year  300  premises  had  registered  in  accordance  with  the  Act, 

During  the  yeax  6  accidents  ■'./ere  reported  under  Section  48  of  "the 
Act,  all  these  accidents  v;ere  investigated  and  in  some  cases  recemmend- 
a.tions  designed  to  prevent  a  simila.r  occurrence,  v;ere  made  tc  the  fiiras 
concerned.  Regrettably  time  could  not  be  found  to  cajxy  out  any  other 
inspections  under  this  Act,

A  large  proportion  of  the  district  Public  Health  Inspectors’  time

Portijnately,  so  far  as  is  Ivnovn,  this  resist¬ 
ance  liD.s  not  been  develc;ped  by  the  rat  popula.tion  in  Yorksliirc,  The 
ilinistry  of  Agiculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  are  v;ell  aware  of  the 
ixoblem  and  experiments  are  being  cairied  out  with  nev;  poisons  in  order 
to  keep  one  step  aliea.d  of  the  rodents.

The  year  has  again  been  a  particularly  active  one,  especially  in 
the  housing,  smoke  control  and  environraental  health  fields. 

Again  there  v/as  some  disruption  of  staff  and  for  half  of  the  year 
the  Department  was  operating  with  one  Inspector  deficient.  This, 
fortunately, did  not  have  an  adverse  effect  on  the  work  of  the  department, 
it  did,  however,  result  in  existing  staff  carrying  an  extra  vrork  load. 

The  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act  has  placed  a  great 
burden,  both  technically  and  administratively,  upon  the  Department,  but 
at  the  end  of  the  year  almost  all  premises  had  been  registered  and  a 
good  start  had  been  made  on  the  inspection  of  them. 

Noise  is  a  curse  of  the  century  and  much  tim '  and  effort  has  been 
expended,  including  investigations  during  evenings  and  the  early  hours, 
in  abating  nuisances  of  this  type.  In  these  days  of  extra  productivity, 
when  .manufacturers  are  attempting  to  work  machines  ao  their  maximum 
efficiency  by  employing  shift  work,  the  solution  of  these  problems  is 
not  easy.  Co-operation  is,  however,  forthcoming  from  most  employers 
in  abatirgcr  reducing  noise  levels. 

i'iuch  of  the  work  of  the  Department  is  routine  and  for  this  reason 
is  non-spectacular  and  as  such  is  not  often  in  the  eye  of  the  public, 

FOOD  HYGIENT  AI®  SUPERVISION 


Due  to  other  conmiitments,  the  routine  inspection  of  food  preLiises 
during  the  year  vras  retarded,  and  this  work  vra.s  not  coiamenced  until  the 
latter  part  of  the  year, 

Ikny  of  the  food  premises  are  also  subject  to  registration  under 
the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act  and  it  was  decided  when 
inspecting  such  premises,  to  deal  with  them  under  the  latter  mentioned 
and  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  simultaneously,  in  the  hope  that  this  would 
save  time  by  not  causing  the  same  premises  to  be  inspected  twice  under 
two  acts.  This  practice  has  resulted  in  fewer  premises  being  inspected 
and  it  is  questionable  whether,  in  practice,  this  is  the  better  method. 

The  presentation  of  food  is  becoming  much  more  sophisticated  and 
the  wrappings  in  which  certain  foods  are  sold  present  some  difficulties. 
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Much  more  food  is  prepared  nationally  on  a  larger  scale  than  ever 
before  and  the  speed  at  which  rmny  enquiries  into  pa.cl:ed  food  can  be  made, 
has  been  reduced. 

An  endeavour  is  made,  hov/ever,  to  riaintain  a  c.-nstant  vigil  on  locaJL  food 
processing  and  packin,;^,  premses.

Once  again  many  complaints  have  been  received  in  the  Department  regard¬ 
ing  unsound  food  or  the  presence  of  foreign  rr.ttcr  therein.  >111  of  these 
were  thoroughly  investigated  and  action  taicen  with  the  i:mn-ufacturers  and 
suppliers  where  necessary. 

Items  investigated  included  tinned  peas,  cider  and  bottled  cream.  In 


the  case  of  the  crear.i,  investigations  resulted  in  a  new  Liaterial  being  used 
to  seal  the  bottle. 

Legal  action  in  enforcing  the  requirements  of  the  Food  Hygiene 
Regulations  was  necessary  in  2  cases.  Prosecutions  resulted  in  fines  of 
£10  for  dirty  equipment  and  £3  for  smoking  in  food  premises.

Persons  using  mobile  vans  for  the  sale  of  food,  and  also  the 
premises  from  which  they  operate  if  they  are  not  shop  premises,  r.mst 
be  registered.  There  are  at  present  6  persons  so  registered  under  the 
dest  Riding  (General  Powers)  Act,  1951. 

The  weekly  market  is  still  held  in  liyrtle  Place  each  Friday  and 
the  food  stcalls  contained  therein  are  kept  under  surveillance, 

Airedale  y\gri  cultural  Show,  held  in  Bingley  annually,  is  a  popular 
one  day  show  and  attracts  visitors  from  far  ajid  wide;  it  also  attracts 
raany  types  of  food  stalls.  These  are  vis?lted  and  inspected  tliroughout 
the  day  and  contraventions  remedied  immediately.  The  ma.rquees  used 
for  food  preparation  etc.  are  also  inspected. 

The  law  relating  to  the  sal  ;  of  food  from,  and  conveyance  of  food 
in  mobile  veliicles  has  always  been  a  shortcoming  in  Food  Ifygiene 
legislation,  but  this  it  is  hoped  vdll  be  remedied  with  the  introduction 
of  noxiT  RegiiLations  in  1967. 

Meat  Inspection! 

Only  one  private  slaughterhouse  existed  in  the  district  in  1965  fi.nd 
this  wa.s  licensed  only  for  the  slaughter  of  pigs,  sheep  and  goats. 

Slaughter  ceased,  however,  in  October,  1965,  after  the  opening 
of  Bradford  Abattoir  and  the  premises  were  not  re -licenced  when  the 
existing  licence  expired  on  December  31st,  1965.

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Poultry  Packing; 

Two  poultry  pa,cking  stations  are  operated  in  the  district,  both  of 
which  have  been  inspected  during  the  yea,r.  One  of  the  premises  is  not 
of  a  high  standard  structurally  and  negotiations  are  in  progress  with  the 
occupier  an:i  ovmer  in  question. 

The  effluent  from  both  these  premises  is  disposed  of  at  private 
works  and  a  regular  watch  has  to  bo  kept  on  these  to  avoid  any  nuisance 
occurring,  .igain  it  has  been  necessary  to  take  action  in  both  instances. 


Milk  Supply; 

Regular  sampling  of  milk  supplies  has  been  undertaken  during  the 
year,  saraples  of  both  raw  and  heat  treated  milk  being  submitted  for 
examination  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory, 

The  .incidence  of  Brucella  in  raw  milk  wa,rrants  increasing 
attention  and  the  work  involved  in  sampling  and  following  up  samples 
is  immense.  During  the  year  11  notices  were  served  on  farmers,  due  to 
the  incidence  of  Brucella  Abortus  in  the  milk,  requiring  heat  treatment 
of  milk  before  being  used  for  human  consumption.

The  estimted  population  supplied  with  water  is  18, 660,  vdth  an 
average  d<aily  consumption  of  620,000  gallons.  Trade  consuiption  is 
188,000  gallons  per  day,  which  represents  an  average  daily  consumption 
of  10. 1  gallons  per  head.  The  average  daily  domestic  consumption  is 
33.2  gallons  per  head. 

Sampling  of  v;ater  from  all  sources  has  continued  during  the  year  and 
samples  have  been  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination,  cheviical 
analysis  and  for  testing  for  plumbo  solvency. 

Ifcny  private  supplies  still  exist  within  the  district  and  efforts  have 
been  ma,de  to  improve  or  reriace  these  supplies  vdierever  possible.

/any  industrial  emissions  have  been  investigated  and  removed  or 
reduced,  Traissions  from  an  iron-foundry  within  the  district  is 
unfortunately  not  as  satisfactory  as  desired  and  investigations  into  the 
control  of  this  are  proceeding.  A  nuisance  from  the  burning  of  old 
vehicles  has  been  the  subject  of  intermittent  cause  of  complaint. 

After  investigations  and  negotiations  plans  are  in  hand  for  a  furnace 
to  overcome  smoke  eifiissions. 
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Cpravpn  Sites; 

There  ar  ^  two  lic-^nsod  caravan  sites  within  the  district,  but 
the  one  at  Goit  Stoci:  expired  at  tlie  end  of  the  year.  Plains  are 
approved  for  the  i^provenent  of  the  Goit  Stock  Site  which  i-dll  involve 
revio wring  the  fite  licence  and  conditions.

T'ds  service  has  continued  at  times  under  numerous  difficulties 
and  si  -esses  and  on  occasions  it  has  been  impossible  to  maintain  a 
weekly  collection. 

The  difficulties  encountered  in  this  service  are  similar  to 
those  e:cperienced  throughout  the  countrj^,  but  in  areas  of  high 
employ: nent  the  labour  shortage  is  much  more  acute. 

The  District  is  rapidly  e:qeanding, particularly  in  the  South  V/est, 
where  the  haul  to  the  disposal  point  is  at  the  greatest  distance. 

The  volume  of  refuse  per  household  is  similarly  increasing,  whilst 
the  density  per  cubic  yard  is  approximately  ha,lf  the  pre-war  density 
of  5  cwts.  per  cubic  yard  vrhich  means  that  lighter  and  more  frequent 
loads  are  being  carried.  It  is  inevitable,  therefore,  that  more 
complex  compression  vehicles  are  the  answer  to  this  problem  for  the 
time  being. 

Refuse  Disposal; 

This  is  still  uniertaken  at  Dowley  Gap,  under  strict^  controlled 
conditions,  and  due  to  this, undue  nuisance  from  fires  etc,  has  not  been 
encountered.  The  Track  Liar  shall  has  carried  out  a  mammoth  task  and  I 
feel  that  without  this  vehicle,  troubles  would  have  been  much  more 
numerous.  This  vehicle  has  also  been  of  great  value  in  assisting  in 
compaction  of  the  tipped  refuse,  and  the  spreading  of  Liaterial  on  the 
approach  road  to  the  tip  face. 

The  dumping  of  refuse,  during  hours  the  tip  is  closved,  continues  and 
creates  a  major  problem  requiring  constant  cleansing  of  sections  of  the 
tip  which  have  already  been  cleared. 

Quite  apart  from  the  normal  household  refuse  it  is  worthy  to  note 
that  the  amount  of  bulky  refuse  including  furniture  and  tn'ide  refuse  is 
being  received  in  increasing  voluiae,  i-luch  of  this  material  is 
combustible  and  the  time  is  rapidlj^  approaching  when  soine  means  of 
reducing  the  volamo  will  be  necessary*

The  recla.niation  of  vraste  paper  has  continued  and  v/ith  better 
prospects  in  the  snles  of  this  material  the  Council  wisely  decided  to 
increase  production,  bjr  purchasing  a  new  salvage  trailer,  delivery  of 
which  was  planned  to  coincide  v/ith  a  publicity  campaign  commencing  on 
the  1st  January,  1966,  The  results  of  the  above  action  have  indicated 
very  successful  trends  for  the  ensuing  year.

A  re-orgaa Mention  of  street  cleansing  services  was  undertaken 
during  the  yea::  and  difficulties  were  eased  with  the  introduction  of  a 
charge-hand,  two  additional  men  and  a  veloicle.  This  additional  staff 
became  effective  at  the  latter  part  of  the  year. 

Many  mechanically  propelled  pavement  sweepers  were  had  on  trial 
during  the  year,  but  so  far  none  have  been  found  which  would  be  in  all 
respects  satisfactory  for  the  type  of  work  encountered  in  Bingley, 

The  new  gulley  emptier  has  been  in  constant  use  and  has  assisted 
greatly  in  increasing  the  frequency  with  vrhich  cosspools  are  emptied.

Consiaering  the  extensive  rmxil  character  of  the  Bingley  area, 
the  proportion  of  water  closet  <accom lodation  is  surprisingly  high, 
Nevei'theless,  the  existence  of  nearly  100  pail  closets  on  farms  and 
in  remote  places  is  a  source  of  difficulty  and  it  is  not  easy  to  get 
men  who  are  willing  to  empty  them.  Owners  are  being  encouraged, 
whenever  possible  to  do  volunta.ry  conversion  with  the  aid  of  Improvement 
Gra.nts  or  Conversion  Grants, 


Drainage  and  Sewerage : 

The  Sewage  VJorKs,  reconstructed  in  19,^3?  ^^re  situa.te  at  Dowley  Gap, 
There  are  small  works  a.t  Flarecrofts,  Flappit  and  KaJ.las  Bridge ,  A 
nu;mber  of  properties,  chiefly  at  Low  Springs  and  High  EDdwiC'",  are  out 
of  reach  of  sewers  as  are  the  majority  of  the  fa.rms.  Owing  to  the 
scattered  nature  of  the  district  there  are  numerous  septic  tanlcs  in  the

ICE  CRIiJvI 

There  is  one  manufacturer  and  forty  registered  retailers  of  ice 
cream  in  Baildon.  This  figure  is  supplemented  in  the  summer  months  by 
several  itinerant  vendors  operating  from  mobile  stalls.  The  registered 
dealers  in  general  sell  only  proprietary  wrapped  ice  cream  whilst  the 
itinerants  usually  sell  ice  cream  loose  and  are,  therefore,  more  likely 
to  retail  a  contaminated  product.  Standards  of  hygiene  vary 
considerably  amongst  mobile  retailers  and  in  some  cases  conditions  are 
far  from  desirable.  Regular  spot  checks  are  made  upon  these  vehicles 
in  an  endeavour  to  attain  a  satisfactory  standard  of  cleanliness. 

BAKEHOUSES 


The  five  bakehouses  situate  within  the  district  are  all  above  ground 
level  and  periodic  inspections  have  revealed  no  serious  defects  and  a 
good  standard  of  cleanliness  has  been  found  to  exist. 
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Regulr.r  inspections  are  iiadc  to  chock  sanitary  conditions  in 
factories  in  the  district,  the  attention  of  the  managerr.; ;nt  heing 
dravm  where  necessary  to  any  unsa.tisfactorj^  circumstances.  In  no 
instance  was  it  nccossaiy  to  resort  to  statutory  acticn  to  "bring 
a'bout  necessary  improvements, 

A  register  of  ouh-verkers  is  kept  "by  the  department  and  periodic 
vrisits  are  ma.de  to  registered  premises  to  cnsiree  tha.t  the  v:ork 
involved  is  not  causing  any  nuisance  to  the  occupants  of  the  house  or 
surrounding  property, 

PREVFilTIOIT  OF  D/i.'IAGE  BY  ECSTS 

The  Council,  in  addition  to  talcing  responsihilitj^  for  rodent 
control  on  their  tips,  sev/ers  and.  other  property,  operate  a  free 
scheme  for  the  eradica.tion  of  rats  and  mice  on  private  domestic 
premises.  This  scheme  is  instrumental  in  keeping  a  strict  control 
on  the  rodent  population  of  the  district  and  only  in  veip  rare 
instances  is  a  large  infestation  encountered,  Eodent  control  is 
carried  out  on  a  part-time  ba,sis  by  one  of  the  refuse  collectors 
mith  supervision  and  advice  as  required  by  the  Public  Health 
Inspector, 

During  the  year,  32  infestations  were  dea.lt  with  and,  vith  one 
exception,  were  a.ll  of  a.  minor  cliaracter,  and  in  addition  routine 
bait.ing  of  sev/er  vcorks  in  Otley  Poa.d  and  Tovnigate  was  cai-ried  out,

WATER  SUPPLY 

Water  is  distributed  by  the  Bradford  Corporation  and  is  collected 
on  the  Thornton  Moor  Catchment  Area,  the  greater  part  of  which  is 
situated  within  the  Denholme  Urban  District. 

1,006  dwelling  houses  enjoy  a  supply  of  v;ater  from  public  mains, 
the  remainder,  being  situate  in  the  outlying  parts  of  the  district, 
rely  on  springs  and  wells.  No  reports  of  insufficiency  of  water 
have  been  received  during  the  year. 

Further  complaints  have  been  received  regarding  discolouration 
of  the  mains  water  on  a  Council  House  Estate  due  to  a  naturally 
occurring  soluble  aluminium  and  manganese  content  together  with  some 
iron  oxide  derived  from  the  mains.  Flushing  remedies  the 
unsatisfactory  conditions  for  limited  periods  but  the  matter  is  being 
kept  under  observation  by  Bradford  Corporation.  7  samples  of  water 
from  private  supplies  v;ere  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
Service  for  examination,  one  of  vi^hich  was  unsatisfactory.  The  owners 
of  the  supply  in  question  were  requested  to  execute  oleansing  and 
works  to  vtarious  parts  of  the  installation,  and  during  this  time 
were  advised  to  boil  all  v/ater  for  drinking  purposes.  A  marked 
improvement  in  the  quality  of  the  water  was  observed  following  the 
completion  of  the  required  works. 


sewer;j£E  and  drainage 


The  whole  of  the  built-up  area  is  drained  to  sewers  which 
gravitate  to  two  sev/age  disposal  works.  One  at  Doe  Park  deals  v/ith 
an  estimated  D.W.F.  of  ^1,  250  gallons  per  day,  and  the  other  at 
IThalley  Lane  dealing  wi-ch  aui  estimated  D.Vr.F.  of  12,500  gallons  per 
day.  Both  v^orks  incorporate  screens,  detritus  tanks,  settling  tanks, 
percolating  fiij-ters  and  humus  tanks. 

The  sev/age  from  the  Field  Head  Estate  gravitates  to  an  ejector 
at  Doctors  Bridge  and  is  discharged  to  the  head  of  the  \7halley  Lane 
Sewer.  During  the  year  further  electrical  and  mechanical  failures 
were  experienced  on  this  plant,  but  as  the  electric  motors  and 
compressors  are  in  duplicate,  no  interference  in  the  flow  of  sewage 
to  the  works  occurred. 
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SanplGs  of  effluent  talien  fror.i  the  tv.o  works  by  the  Yorkshire 
Ouse  liivor  Board  were  classified  as  sa,td.sfacto.ry.  L  slight  excess 
of  suspended  solids  w’as  observed  in  a  sasiple  from  the  v.lialley  Lane 
V.'orks  and  mci-e  frequent  cleansing  of  the  humus  tanks  is  now  being 
undent  aicen. 

The  southern  area  comprising  Denholme  Clough  (a,pproximately 
80  properties)  and  V.'ell  Heads  (30  properties)  are  sewered  for  waste 
water  only,  and  septic  tanks  are  encouraged  v/hcre  practicable.  81 
properties  have  drains  connected  to  septic  taifcs. 

The  Council’ s  Consultant  Engineer  has  been  directed  to  prepare 
a  conpi-ehensive  report  on  sewage  disposal  from  the  district  and  an 
inter:lm  report  is  to  bo  submitted  to  the  Council  in  May,  196G,  To 
facilitate  the  preparation  of  this  report,  a.  Lea  Recorder  is  to  be 
installed  at  the  Doe  Park  verks. 

RIVERS  RED  STRlhJ.IS 

Close  liaison  v/ith  officials  of  the  Rivers  Board  to  minimise 
pollution  in  wa,ter  courses  has  been  mainta,ined.  A  degree  of 
pollution  is  evident  in  the  southern  portion  of  Denliolme  Beck  in  the 
Lov7or  Clough  a.rea,  a,lthough  the  Denholme  Singling  Club  ha.ve  introduced 
fish  into  these  v/aters  v/liich  appear  to  survive,

The  scavenging  of  the  district  is  canried  out  by  the  Council’s 
v/orkmen  (l  loader/driver  and  2  or  3  loaders)  v/ith  a,  tra.ctor  drawn 
refuse  trailer.  The  trailer  is  fitted  with  a  large  v/ire  mesh 
container,  v7hich  is  used  for  bulky  materials,  in  an  effort  to  reduce 
the  number  of  journeys  to  the  tip.  Collection  is  generally  on  a 
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v/Gokly  basis  except  for  sonic  18  premises  on  the  outskirts  of  the 
district,  v/here  collection  is  monthly.  The  ovmers  of  5  premises  have 
undertoJocn  to  dispose  of  their  ov;n  refuse,  frequency  of  collection 
ha.s  been  maintained  except  following  general  holiday,  and  during 
inclement  weather. 


li.  nev;  11  -  15  cu,  yd,  compression  refuse  vehicle  'was  ordered 
during  the  yecar  and  is  nov;  in  use  and  a  grea-tly  improved  service  has 
resulted. 

Refuse  is  nov;  disposed  of  by  tipping  in  the  Bradford  area  in 
agreement  with  Bradford  Corporation  at  a  charge  of  i^/■-  per  load;  and 
the  whalley  La,ne  tiji  is  being  levelled  and  has  been  closed.  The 
nev;  vehicle  incorporates  a  fully  enclosed  tank  for  the  reception  of  the 
contents  of  pa,il  closets  and  e  tipping  point  ha.s  been  constructed  on 
the  sev;er  in  the  Council’ s  Depot  vvhere  v/ashing  facilities  etc,  for 
the  workmen  are  readily  available.

DISTRICT  MIDingERY 

The  Local  Health  Authority  employs  six  certified  Midwives  in  this 
Division  for  the  doLiiciliary  care  of  women  during  childbirth.  On  the 
1st  July,  i960,  nev;  Midwives  Rules  came  into  operation.  The  chief 
aroendnents  were  - 

(1)  There  is  no  longer  any  distinction  between  practising  as  a 
Midwife  and  acting  a.s  a  Maternity  Nurse,  The  laiter  term  is 
abolished,  and  a  practising  Midwife  is  now  responsible  for 
the  whole  of  the  nursing  period, 

(2)  The  lying-in  period  has  been  reduced  to  a  minimum  of  10  days, 

(3)  Midwives  must  bear  in  mind  the  danger  to  the  infant  through 
cold,  and  tpJce  appropriate  measures. 

(4)  Notification  of  the  a,doption  of  tartificial  feeding  is 
v/ithdrav;n. 


Each  Midwife  is  trained  and  certificated  to  administer  analgesics. 
She  is  also  authorised  to  call  out  the  Flying  Squad  should  a  doctor 
not  immediately  be  available  so  to  do.  The  Midwife  is  classified  an 
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essential  car  user  by  the  'Vest  Riding  County  Council. 

Increasing  emphasis  is  now  laid  on  frequent  pre-natal  examination 
and  the  detailed  ca^re  of  the  expectant  wooan.  The  Midv;ifc  directs 
Ple.altn  iijduc  tion  during  pregn^^ncy  on  such  subjects  as  Parent cra-ft, 
breast  feeding  auid  ai’ter  cao^e  of  the  infant, 

jnrangements  arc  made  whereby  Midwives  accompany  women  to 
hospital  or  Maternity  Homo  when  for  one  reason  or  another  the  case 
has  to  bo  delivered  outv/ith  the  Division.  The  sole  exception  is 
St,  John’s  Ilospite.l,  Keighley,  in  v;hich  cp.sq  v;omen  axe  expected  to 
naiee  their  ovra  arrangements  for  conveyance.

The  Mobile  Clinic  which  was  introduced  in  November,  I962  completed 

another  yoax  of  v/ork.  The  latest  arrajigenents  are  a  visit  on  Tuesday 
morning  of  one  week  to  the  Coach  Roa.d,  which  serves  a  large  new 
housing  estate.  On  Thursday  on  the  succeeding  week  the  Unit  visits  the 
Shoulder  of  Mutton  at  Charlestovm  until  about  10,30  a,m, ,  thereafter 
proceeds  to  Sixingfield  Roa.d,  upper  Baildon,  This  is  convenient  for 
young  mothers  in  these  rather  scattered  areas.  On  Thursday  afternoon 
the  Unit  moves  to  Eldv/ick,  Bingley,  ivhero  a  considerable  demand  exists. 

The  Unit  is  meruied  by  a  doctor  and  a  health  visitor  and  facilities 
provided  include  immunisation  of  pre-school  ond  school  children  and 
v;elfare  foods. 
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he;j.tk  visiting 


The  He?vlth  Visitor  is  a  fpjnily  visitor  whose  v;orlc  covers  the 
cej?e  of  young  mothers  and  children,  school  nursing,  and  advisor  on  all 
aspects  of  the  prevention  of  illness,  llicn  necessary  she  must  give 
practical  health  education  and  sJLso  be  skilled  in  tea.ching  health 
education  to  all  sections  of  the  cosinunity.  More  schools  a.re  asking 
for  hea-lth  education  by  way  of  ta.lks  and  denonstra,tions. 

Not  only  is  the  Kea.lth  Visitor  a.  public  health  nurse  but 
prof essiona,lly  a  skilled  medico~socia-l  worker.  The  Council  of 
Trp.ining  of  Heralth  Visiting  will  in  future  be  geajaed  to  give 
necessary  training  in  these  new  approaches. 

Eaxly  in  1965  the  pl8.n  for  attaclinent  of  health  visitors  to 
general  practitioners  was  put  into  opora^tion.  The  general  practitioners 
in  the  administrative  division  were  personally  contacted  and  the 
majority  showed  interest  in  this  scheme  and  expressed  the  desire  for  a 
health  visitor.  The  Hea,lth  Visitors  ?/ere  asked  to  prepare  lists  and 
numbers  in  relation  to  all  the  genera.1  practitioners  within  their 
existing  areas. 

These  numbers  include  - 

1 •  Children  within  the  age  group  0-3  years. 

2,  Care  ?nd  a.fter-care  cases. 

3.  Aged  with  home  helps. 

It  became  obvious  that  a  health  visitor  would  have  to  cover  two 
or  three  general  pra.ctitioners  because  of  the  following  factors  - 

a)  The  size  of  the  practice. 

b)  The  mobility  of  the  health  visitor, 
o)  Establishment  of  stai'f. 

d)  ’.7ork  commitments  in  other  fields. 

General  practitioners  on  the  Bradford  periphery  who  extend  into 
Shipley  and  other  areas,  were  not  included  in  this  scheme  because  their 
numbers  were  not  large,  nevertheless,  the  health  visiting  service  for 
these  families  must  be  provided  and  therefore  it  v;as  necessary  for 
the  Health  Visitor  to  continue  to  be  responsible  for  a  geographical 
area. 


The  Health  Visitor  attached  to  the  General  Pra.ctitioner  was 
personally  introduced  by  the  Divisional  Nursing  Officer  and  the  work 
in  relation  to  general  practice  discussed. 

Most  health  visitors  call  at  the  surgery  on  one  or  more  occasions 
weekly,  to  discuss  a.ny  problems  and  in  botv/een,  the  doctor  or  vice  versa 
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the  health  visitor  nokes  contact  when  necessary.  During  the  year 
changes  took  place  on  account  of  - 

a)  G-encral  Practitioners  retiring  or  leaving, 

b)  Merging  of  practices, 

c)  Changes  in  heR.lth  visiting  personnel. 

Attachr.;cnt  r;.uans  more  tra.velling,  and  an  increase  in  work, 
paxticularly  in  medico-social  problems.  This  does  not  necessarily 
mean  an  increase  in  the  number  of  visits.  Liaison  still  exists  v/ith 
other  doctors  not  included  in  the  scheme, 

Administration  ho.s  also  been  affected  by  these  changes,  e.g,  it 
is  important  for  hospitals  pjid  other  workers  when  referring  cases 
tO'  give  the  najne  of  the  genera.!  practitioner.  This  me.ans  that  the 
inforna.tion  c.an  be  chnjinelled  to  the  a.ppropriate  Health  Visitor  to 
exclude  duplication  of  visits  v/hich  can  be  frustrating  to  staff  and 
patients  alike.  During  the  year  all  the  Health  Visitors  were 
attached  to  medical  prentices  as  follows

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HOJffi  NURSING 


Hone  Nursing  is  carried  out  by  the  District  Nursing  Sister  v;ho 
is  a  State  Registered  Nurse  and,  in  addition,  most  of  vyhom  hold  the 
Certificate  of  the  Queen' s  Institute  of  District  Nursing,  Hone 
Nursing  is  the  province  of  the  District  Nursing  Sister  and,  as 
this  work  is  curative  in  nature,  close  co-operation  v;ith  the 
General  Practitioner  is  necessary.  The  Sister  carries  out  the 
treatment  prescribed  but  her  nursing  techniques  are  skills 
which  her  training  has  provided  and  which  experience  has 
developed. 

Often  nursing  procedure  is  ca,rried  out  under  difficult 
conditions  and  she  must  give  the  naxinun  efficiency  with  what 
equipnent  is  provided.  In  recent  years  many  disposable  items 
are  of  use  and  help  in  this  field.  The  District  Nursing  Sister 
must  nonage  her  ov/n  district,  asses  priorities  and  give  guidance 
and  advice  to  relatives  and  support  in  crises. 

Much  of  the  work  is  amongst  the  ageing  population,  and,  though 
rehabilitation  is  often  a,cc opted  gratefully,  this  type  of  work  can 
beexhausting  and  time  consuming.  The  Laundry  Service  provides 
comprehensive  needs  for  the  very  ill  and  the  incontinent  p.atient  and 
this  is  delivered  and  collected  twice  weekly.  Disposable  pads 
and  other  nursing  adds  are  also  available.  The  District  Nursing 
Sister  requires  a  balance  of  acute  and  chronic  work  for  her 
continued  interest.  Unfortunately,  the  v;ork  on  the  chronic  side  is 
hea^vier,  though  eanlier  discharge  from  hospita,!  is  now  practised. 
Perhaps  future  trends  nay  give  the  Nursing  Sister  larger  areas  with 
more  ancillary  help  or  closer  attachnont  to  the  General.  Praxtitioner 
nay  solve  this  problem. 

Modern  chemotherapy  has  shortened  the  length  of  nany  illnesses 
and  earlier  mobilisation  and  rehabilitation  is  possible.  The 
District  Nursing  Sister  must  be  constantly  alert  to  the  calculated 
risks  of  drugs.  One  of  the  tasks  of  the  Nurse  is  the  supervision 
and  care  of  drugs  prescribed  by  General  Practitioners  for  the 
patient  and  the  ever  increasing  range  of  pharmaceutical  products 
has  increased  the  difficulty  of  the  Sister  remaining  up  to  date. 

The  Nursing  Sisters  have  cars  which  eases  the  burden  of  daily 
visits.  The  establishment  in  this  Division  remains  7  full-tine 
Sisters,  1  part-time  and  1  State  Enrolled  Nurse.  There  were  no 
changes  in  personnel  during  the  year. 
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In  addition  Relief  Nurses  paid  1 ,2h£  visits  to  the  above  patients.

Matron  writes:- 


This  is  a  very  pleasant  place  which  looks  a  great  deal  nicer 
once  you  are  inside;  clean,  bright  and  homely.  The  front  entrance 
does  not  do  it  justice.  There  are  three  main  rooms.  Babies 
accommodated  cover  an  age  range  of  2  months  to  18  months.  The  babies 
have  their  ov;n  bathroom  and  millc  room  in  which  the  very  young  one's 
feeds  are  prepared.  Looking  after  these  are  Matron  when  available. 
Deputy  Matron,  a  Nursery  Nurse  and  two  students  doing  practical 
training.  They  attend  the  Nursery  a,nd  Bradford  Technical  College 
alternate  weeks  for  a  period  of  two  years. 

Tweeny  Nursery  takes  15  children  from  18  months  or  thereabouts 
to  3  years  where  they  spend  most  of  the  day  playing  with  paint,  sand, 
water,  clay,  etc.  These  children  share  a  large  bathroom  v/ith  the 
elder  ones  in  the  next  room.  All  children  wash  themselves  in  small 
low  washbasins  a.nd  use  toilets  to  ma.tch.  Each  child  has  its  own 
symbol  which  is  put  on  everything  in  use,  e.g.  toxvels,  face  cloths, 
blankets,  clothes  bags,  etc.  Tweenies  a.re  cared  for  by  two 
qualified  nurses.  Toddlers'  room  is  much  the  sa.me  with  25  children 
between  3  and  5  years  of  age.  There  are  altogether  40  children  in 
these  two  rooms.

25  of  these  children  are  looked  efter  by  a  vVarden  and  two  qualified 
nurses. 
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All  children  throughout  the  nursery  have  a  rest  in  cots  or  beds 
after  dinner.  Not  all  go  to  sleep,  but  it  is  the  only  quiet  time 
of  the  day  which  for  them  starts  at  8,30  a.m.  and  finishes  at 
A. 30  p,m,  staff  working  15  minutes  longer  each  morning  end  evening. 

The  nursery  has  a  cook  working  5  hours  a  day.  livery  one  has  a 
good  dinner  aiid  in  addition  all  children  have  two  thirds  of  a  pint  of 
milk  each  day,  also  cod  liver  oil  and  orange  juice,  r^'w  apple  or 
carrot  after  dinner,  and  brov/n  bread,  savoury  sandwiches  v/ith  milk 
during  the  afternoon. 

Keeping  the  nursery  clean  are  four  half  day  cleaners  who  do  a 
good  job  as  the  floors  are  cork  tiles,  attractive  but  hard  v/ork  to 
keep  clean.  Also  employed  is  a  part-time  handyman,  a  pensioner 
v7ho  does  his  best  to  repair  broken  toys,  cleans  windows,  and  attends 
to  drains. 

The  children  0,re  a,ble  to  play  outside  on  a  piece  of  land 
equipped  vvith  a  large  wooden  climbing  frame  and  mova.ble  sv;ings  and 
slides,  etc.  The  charge  for  nursery  care  is  l/6d,  a  day  for  ea.ch 
child.
